Members of the San Francisco 
Health Department’s AIDS Office, the 
Coalition For Healthy Sex, and Com¬ 
munity United For Sexual Privacy will 
attend the panel discussion, sched¬ 
uled from 5:30-7:30 p.m. at 25 Van 
Ness Avenue, Room 800. 

According to HRC staffer Larry 
Brinkin, the panel will also welcome 
seven new members, including 14- 
year-old Gina De Vries, the youngest 
member in the commission’s history. 
De Vries is an out lesbian at a local 
Catholic high school. Also introduced 
will be new members Judith Steven¬ 
son, Christina Olague, Simone 
Antigone, Valerie Tobin, Manuel Da- 
calanio, and Sam Rodriguez. 

Also on the agenda will be the final 
report of last fall’s Queer Youth hearings 
- which includes essays, transcripts of 
testimony, and recommendations for 
action. The report indudes the recom¬ 
mendations for rejecting the Gender 
Identity Disorder for youth, because of 
the abuse of the psychiatric diagnosis as 
a coercive measure allowing the forced 
incarceration and psychiatric treatment 
of 1/b/g/t or questioning youth who are 
labeled with the disorder. 

Well-known transgender activist 
and Conard House case manager 
Christine Tayleur, and others who 
support the use of the diagnosis, will 
speak to the issue. T

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SF gag center board 
to unveil designs at 
membership kick-off

T he men and women now working hard to establish a com¬ 
munity center for San Francisco’s lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender community are confident that the necessary mil¬ 
lions of dollars will be raised. But, they say, where the money 
comes from is as important as where it is going, so the Community 
Center Project’s (CCP) board of directors wants everyone in the 
queer community to become involved and become early members. 

For a modest $35, individuals can join the CCP, board member 
Scott Shafer said. The rate for families is $50, while there’s a $15 rate 
for individuals with special needs. By keeping the price of member¬ 
ships down, the board hopes the center will truly be a community 
effort and represent everyone. All donations are tax-deductible as al¬ 
lowed by law. 

The CCP will launch its membership drive next Wednesday, 
March 19 at City Hall, with a special preview of nearly 50 drawings 
that architectural firms have submitted to the center’s design com¬ 
petition. The preview is for members only, but the drawings will re¬ 
main on display at City Hall for an additional two weeks, where the 
public can view them and provide written feedback. 

Top-notch 

Shafer and CCP board member Mark Leno sat down for an in¬ 
terview with the Bay Area Reporter Friday, March 7 and outlined 
plans for the membership drive, the capital campaign, and what the 
board envisions for San Francisco’s gay community center. 

The $7.3 million project is expected to open in 1999. The CCP 
must raise $2.5 million from individuals, foundations, and corpora¬ 
tions. The rest of the money will come from the various public 
sources. The city of San Francisco has already contributed $1.1 mil¬ 
lion, used to purchase property at 1800 Market Street. 

Leno explained that the San Francisco Redevelopment Agency has 
committed $1.5 million to the project. The city contributed another

SF support grows for 
Gordon in San lllateo race

R ich Gordon, the openly gay candi¬ 
date for the San Mateo County 
Board of Supervisors in the forth¬ 
coming election, will stress mutual 
benefit as the main appeal of his candidacy 
at a San Francisco rally this Tuesday evening, 
March 18, from 6 to 9 p.m. 

Gordon’s entry into the Peninsula race 
has attracted the attention and support of 
prominent gay politicos in San Francisco 
and beyond, as shown by the event’s sponsor 
list: Assemblywoman Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco) plus three S.F. supervisors - Tom 
Ammiano, Susan Leal, and Leslie Katz. The 
Victory Fund, a national gay organization 
that carefully screens applicants for the best 
qualifications, has chosen to support him. 

Local organizations such as the Alice B. 
Toklas Lesbian and Gay Democratic Club, 


the Bay Area Non-Partisan Alliance, and 
BAYMEC (Bay Area Municipal Elections 
Committee) have also come out in Gordon’s 
favor. Twenty-three co-hosts are aboard for 
Tuesday’s event, including former HUD as¬ 
sistant secretary Roberta Achtenberg, influ¬ 
ential gay political activist James Hormel, 
S.F. School Board member Juanita Owens, 
and BART board member Tom Radulovich. 

In this and numerous other presentations 
until the April 8 election, Gordon will em¬ 
phasize the advantage of the two neighbor¬ 
ing counties mutually promoting human 
rights for their gay residents, especially in the 
workplace. He also likes to point out other 
examples of mutual benefit, such as the ne¬ 
cessity for San Mateo and San Francisco 
Counties to work together for the welfare of 
the San Francisco International Airport. Al¬ 
though the city of San Francisco operates the 
airport, it is located in San Mateo County 
and is the county’s largest employer.

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ed animal testing. 

The group met Hynde during 
last June’s “March For Animals,” 
sponsored by People for the Ethi¬ 
cal Treatment of Animals (PETA). 

“ACT UP/San Francisco refus¬ 
es money from drug companies, 
so I hope this helps. Please con¬ 
tinue to keep those who profit 
from AIDS from controlling the 
research agenda. Fifteen years of 
failed and costly animal experi¬ 
ments should alarm everyone,” 
said Hynde in a letter accompany¬ 
ing the check. 

“Our campaign is against 
AIDS profiteers who kill animals 
in useless and meaningless stud¬ 
ies. We will use this money to pro¬ 
mote the truth that there is no an¬ 
imal equivalent to the human im¬ 
mune system and therefore no 
more money need be wasted on 
vivisection,” said Medea Lopez of 
ACT UP/SF in a statement. 

In a press release regarding 
Hynde’s donation, the activist 
group took a jab at AIDS activist 
Jeff Getty, the recipient of a ba¬ 
boon marrow transplant that 
proved unsuccessful, and de¬ 
nounced the experimental med¬ 
ical procedure as a “misleading 
and cruel” animal test. 

Getty called Hynde’s gift “dis¬ 
gusting” and said that Hynde “was 
clueless” about ACT UP/San 
Francisco.

“Wow,” said San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation spokesman 
Timothy Rodrigues, when told of 
the donation. “I hope they put the 
funds to good use in bringing the 
epidemic to an end.” 

ACT UP/San Francisco was 
widely criticized for a November 
1996 incident, in which SFAF 
client and ACT UP/San Francisco 
member Ronnie Burk dumped 
many pounds of urine-soaked cat 
litter on SFAF Executive Director 
Pat Christen. 

The foundation later obtained 
restraining orders prohibiting 
several of the group’s activists 
from approaching Christen or 
other AIDS Foundation staff, or 
entering the Foundation’s offices 
at 10 United Nations Plaza in the 
Tenderloin. 

Rodrigues told the Bay Area 
Reporter that although SFAF did 
not have a formal written state¬ 
ment about the use of animals in 
HIV/AIDS research experimenta¬ 
tion, it did have a position. 

“In situations where is it nec¬ 
essary to develop treatments to 
save the lives of people living with 
HIV/AIDS, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation understands 
the need to use research methods 
that may include the use of ani¬ 
mal subjects,” Rodrigues said. 

Project Inform Program Ser¬ 
vices Director Ben Collins last year 
organized a meeting of lesbian 
and gay community leaders, AIDS 
service group officials, activists, 
law enforcement, public health of¬ 
ficials and others - including peo¬ 
ple who have allegedly been vic¬ 
timized by members of ACT 
UP/San Francisco - to address the 
group’s escalating aggression. 

He declined to comment on 
Hynde’s gift. 

“I wouldn’t want to touch that 
one with a ten-foot pole. I don’t 
have anything to say about it,” said 
Collins. 

Collins did provide the Bay 
Area Reporter with a five-para¬ 
graph position statement on the 
use of laboratory animals in 
HIV/AIDS research and treat¬ 
ment. 

“Certainly the members of the 
HIV/AIDS community support 
the compassionate treatment of 
animals. We also demand that 
human care of animals be used in 
all research, including full en¬ 
forcement of applicable federal, 
state and local laws. However, one 
fact is undeniable; the most swift 
and certain route for HIV/AIDS is 
intensive research - including the 
use of laboratory animals - and 
from that route we will not 
waver,” the statement declared. ▼

L ongtime animal rights ac¬ 
tivist and Pretenders lead 
singer Chrissie Hynde has 
donated $5,000 in royalties from 
the hit single “I’ll Stand By You” to 
ACT UP/San Francisco, prompt¬ 
ing a mixed reaction from critics 
of the controversial activist group. 

The group announced March 3 
that it had received the check from 
the London-based vocalist. The 
AIDS activist chapter has been 
under fire by Bay Area AIDS ser¬ 
vice organizations and other AIDS 
activists over its confrontational 
and aggressive tactics, including 
the disruption of public meetings. 

The activist group has stated its 
opposition to animal testing, and 
is critical of groups and service 
providers that have accepted con¬ 
tributions from pharmaceutical 
companies or have public policies 
supporting AIDS drug testing. 

ACT UP/San Francisco mem¬ 
bers disrupted a forum on animal 
testing at last year’s International 
AIDS Conference, forcing its can¬ 
cellation during a presentation by 
a leading researcher. And the re¬ 
viled ACT UP chapter - which has 
been disavowed by most of the 
other ACT UP chapters around 
the country - promises to contin¬ 
ue its efforts to oppose HIV-relat-

Jrll ed its tenth anniversary 
Monday night with a spaghetti 
dinner at Most Holy Redeemer 
Church. The event drew about 300 
participants and provided a wel¬ 
come opportunity for reunions 
among many long-time activists. 

Among those in attendance 
were Department of Public 
Health director Dr. Mitch Katz, 
Marj Plumb of the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Medical Association, and 
Eileen Hansen of the Women’s 
AIDS Network. ACT UP has come 
a long way since the days when 
the group was regarded as radical 
fringe outsiders who had to shout 
to be heard; now when ACT UP 
speaks, people in power listen - 
although they still do not always 
do what the group demands. 

At the event, the Sisters of Per¬ 
petual Indulgence offered a bless¬ 
ing to ACT UP/Golden Gate ac¬ 
tivists who will travel to New York 
City March 24 to take part in a 
reprise and commemoration of 
ACT UP’s first action a decade 
ago, a civil disobedience demon¬ 
stration on Wall Street. The 
evening’s event was a fundraiser to 
help defray those travel costs, and 
to help with the expenses of main¬ 
taining ACT UP/Golden Gate. 

Naming names 

ACT UP/Golden Gate mem¬ 
ber Virg Parks served as the 
evening’s emcee, first introducing 
the “Widow Norton” Jose Sarria 
and crediting Sarria with initiat¬ 
ing some of the first queer ac¬ 
tivism in San Francisco. Sarria, in 
turn, praised the work of ACT UP 
and gave the group his best wish¬ 
es on its anniversary. 

Next, former New York City 
activist and current San Francisco 
resident Michael Petrelis spoke 
about the formation of the first 
ACT UP chapter in New York City 
in 1987. He recalled activist and 
playwright Larry Kramer exhort¬ 
ing the crowd to action, claiming 
that half of those in attendance 
would be dead prematurely - a 
prediction that has, according to 
Petrelis, unfortunately come to 
pass. Among those gone, he said, 
is the man who named ACT UP, 
the late Steev Bohrer. Petrelis 
noted that he had suggested the 
name “CAN,” or Cure AIDS Now, 
as the name for the incipient 
group, and said “thank God” the 
suggestion was not accepted. 

Other missing and dead ac¬ 
tivists were also recalled, in an 
ACT UP tradition called “naming 
names.” Parks led the gathering in 
calling out the names of friends 
and fellow activists who have 
died. It was only one of many 
times throughout the evening that 
the crowd was reminded that the 
AIDS crisis is not over, despite 
hopeful news about new drugs 
and falling death rates. 

Parks also commemorated the 
living, by asking all past or present 
members of any ACT UP chapter 
- nearly three-quarters of those in 
attendance - to stand. Many cur¬ 
rent and past members of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate were in atten¬ 
dance, as well as members of the 
group that was known as ACT 
UP/San Francisco before that 
chapter split over political dis¬ 
agreements. Members of the 
group now using the name ACT 


UP/San Francisco were not in at¬ 
tendance. Several of those present 
commented on the irony that po¬ 
lice officers were on hand to pro¬ 
tect the activists, a departure from 
the group’s historical relationship 
with the forces of “law and order.” 

Other speakers and entertain¬ 
ers at the event included B.A.R. 
editor Mike Salinas, who also

Sarria, Ammiano host 
CAPA fundraiser Friday 
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Sex, lies, and audio tape 

Joe Bannon played 
doctor in CBC sting

ipi irst, there was the police 
Ip surveillance videotape of 
H the Cannabis Buyers Club 
(CBC) that inexplicably con¬ 
tained sex scenes from gay porn 
movies; now the defendants in the 
case have an audio tape that fea¬ 
tures gay San Francisco police 
Sergeant Joe Bannon masquerad¬ 
ing as a doctor and calling the 
CBC to verify that a potential club 
member is his patient. One of the 
attorneys representing the CBC 
said Bannon’s impersonation of 
“Dr. Byron Matthews” is illegal - 
even though the officer was acting 
in an undercover capacity. 

The CBC received the audio 
tape in late February as part of the 
discovery materials in the crimi¬ 
nal case against club founder 
Dennis Peron and five other de¬ 
fendants. All have pleaded not 
guilty to charges of conspiracy, 
possession of marijuana for sale, 
and transportation of marijuana, 
and are awaiting their next court 
appearance, scheduled for April. 

The audio tape was recorded 
June 27, 1996, according to Ban¬ 
non’s voice on the tape. “Dr. 
Matthews” was returning a call to 
the CBC regarding potential club 
member “James Flynn,” who was 
actually state Bureau of Narcotic 
Enforcement (BNE) Special Agent 
Jim Kerrigan, according to the tape. 

“Mr. Flynn is in fact a patient 
of mine and currently under my 
care. At his request, I did write 
him a letter of diagnosis on June 
15,1996...,” says “Dr. Matthews.” 

J. David Nick, one of the attor¬ 
neys defending Peron, said that 
even though the state Health and 
Safety Code gives undercover offi¬ 
cers immunity from prosecution 
while investigating narcotics 
cases, that immunity is only for 
specific things such as buying or 
transporting drugs and does not 
include peace officers imperson¬ 
ating medical doctors. 

“Impersonating a doctor and 
filling out a fraudulent prescrip¬ 


tion and [writing a] fraudulent 
note on a purported doctor’s let¬ 
terhead is not one of the criminal 
acts that are exempted [from 
prosecution],” Nick told the 
B.A.R. 

The California Court of Ap¬ 
peals has interpreted this portion 
of the Health and Safety Code, 
Nick explained, and officers can 
be prosecuted for illegal acts al¬ 
legedly committed during the 
course of an undercover opera¬ 
tion that are not specifically men¬ 
tioned. Nick also thinks Bannon 
allegedly committed forgery by 
signing the fake doctor’s letter. 
Forgery is also not one of the ex¬ 
empt acts in the Health and Safe¬ 
ty Code, according to Nick. 

Nick said he and the other de¬ 
fense attorneys will address the 
issue in court, but said he couldn’t 
publicly talk about what action is 
planned. 

Subterfuge ... to a point 

Kristen Wahadlo, the attorney 
representing CBC defendant John 
Wayne Hudson, told the B.A.R. 
that Bannon’s audio tape definite¬ 


ly raises legal issues, particularly 
around police being allowed to 
make misleading statements. 

“Law enforcement agents can 
employ subterfuge during investi¬ 
gations, but the fact that an offi¬ 
cer impersonated a doctor may 
raise additional issues. It raises 
legal issues that we are pursuing,” 
Wahadlo said. 

Defense attorneys may file a 
discovery motion to examine per¬ 
sonnel files of the undercover of¬ 
ficers, to see if complaints of mis¬ 
representation and other false¬ 
hoods have been made against 
them, she added. 

Matt Ross, spokesman for state 
Attorney General Dan Lungren, 
said he’s not aware of any limit as 
to what undercover officers can 
pose as while on an investigation. 
He said he could not get into 
specifics of the CBC investigation. 

In a January interview with the 
B.A.R., Bannon said he could not 
comment on his role in the CBC 
investigation until the court case 
has been completed. He did say 
“this investigation never, ever 
meant to target sick people.” T 
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Coin scheme jars AEF 

Mysterious group using similar slogan

A Los Angeles-based group 
calling itself “Essential 
AIDS” distributed posters 
and coin jars at corner grocery 
stores throughout the city last 
week in an effort to get donations; 
however, an investigation has re¬ 
vealed the organization is a scam. 
Even worse, their slogan, “Every 
penny helps the fight against 
AIDS,” is remarkably similar to 
the AIDS Emergency Fund’s 
“Every penny counts” slogan on 
its coin jars, and AEF staff mem¬ 
bers are very concerned that peo¬ 
ple may confuse the two groups. 

Joan Juster, director of income 
development for AEF, said she re¬ 
ceived confirmation from the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service (IRS) 
Wednesday, March 12, that there 
is no record of tax-exempt status 
for “Essential AIDS.” The group is 
also not listed with the charities 
section of the Los Angeles Police 
Department, a requirement for 
agencies soliciting money in Los 
Angeles. 

Juster filed a report of suspect¬ 
ed fraud with the San Francisco 
Police Department after she saw 
coin jars at a store on Post and 
Fillmore streets in Japantown and 
at a store on California Street last 
weekend. In both instances, she 
was able to take the jars after talk¬ 
ing with the owners. 

“Our main concern is that the 
public may be confused. We’ve 
built our reputation on our penny 
jars,” Juster told the B.A.R. “One 
of our drivers saw the jars at sev¬ 
eral stores in the Castro on Tues¬ 
day, March 11, and in some cases, 
the owners weren’t even asked if 
they [jars] could be displayed. 

“It disturbs us that this organi¬ 
zation is using a similar logo that 
may confuse the public,” she 
added. 

Juster said she was told a 
young woman and a man brought 
the jars to at least some of the 
stores last Thursday, March 6. 

AEF, one of San Francisco’s 
oldest AIDS charities, has success¬ 
fully used penny jars and the slo¬ 
gan “Every penny counts” to raise 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
locally since 1987. Juster said the 
money goes directly to people 
with AIDS and is often the last re¬ 
sort for people who have no other 
financial options. 

“We have hundreds of jars 
throughout the Bay Area, and we 
encourage people to seek them

out. Every penny does count, and 
our money does go to people with 
AIDS. Our need is greater than 
ever. We have a huge increase in 
client requests now,” said Juster. 

A staff member at Project 
Open Hand also discovered the 
“Essential AIDS” jars at a store last 
week. Jim Illig, director of gov¬ 
ernment operations at the agency, 
told the B.A.R. they became sus¬ 
picious, and he began inquiring 
about the organization. 

“This is a suspected fraud, 
they’re raising money under false 
pretenses,” Illig said of “Essential 
AIDS.” 

No record at Stanford 

Both Juster and Illig called 
Stanford University, which is list¬ 
ed on a letter from “Essential 
AIDS” as being a recipient of the 
money raised. Not surprisingly, 
Stanford has never heard of the 
group and has no record of any 
contributions. 

A woman who identified her¬ 
self as Lana answered the phone 
number listed on “Essential 
AIDS” materials. She said the 
group has been around for two 
years. 

“We started taking [coin jars] 
around two months ago. We’re 
collecting money for laboratories 
and universities and trying to 
open a facility in Los Angeles,” 
said Lana, who became suspicious 
of the caller’s questions. 

Illig also spoke with Lana and 
said she became suspicious when 
he asked for copies of financial 
statements and other informa¬ 
tion. 

According to the state Attorney 
General’s Registry of Charitable 
Trusts, “Essential AIDS, Inc.” reg¬ 
istered in January 1996. However, 
the group has never filed a re¬ 
quired financial report, and there 
is no IRS tax-exempt letter on file. 
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Juster said she hopes people 
will look closely at coin jars before 
contributing. “People in the AIDS 
community are pretty savvy, and 
when they see a new name they 
question it, fortunately, for us.” ▼ 
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Like a bad penny 


I n the relatively short list of things we 
hate, from overwrought conservative 
lawmakers to undercooked eggs, very 
few things even come close to the way we 
feel about people who steal from the dead 
and dying. These days the industry of steal¬ 
ing from people living with HIV, and steal¬ 
ing in the name of AIDS research, has 
reached a new zenith - or nadir, depending 
upon your viewpoint. 

The latest entry into the market is by a 
Los Angeles-based group (if, in fact, it is 
anything more than just a couple of people) 
calling itself “Essential AIDS.” We had never 
heard of the group before this week, when 
Essential AIDS penny collection jars start¬ 
ed appearing in Bay Area shops. As we re¬ 
port on page 5, the slogan on the jars is al¬ 
most identical to the motto of the AIDS 
Emergency Fund’s long-running penny 
drive, and seems to be specifically designed 
to confuse prospective donors. 

A check into some of the “facts” supplied 
by Essential AIDS also shows problems: the 
tax identification number they give is “in¬ 
correct,” but no correction has been forth¬ 
coming. Its claim that Stanford University 
is a beneficiary came as a complete surprise 
to those in the know at Stanford when they 
were asked about it. And a call to the Essen¬ 
tial AIDS “office” would indicate, based on 
the ambient noise in the background, that 
the organization is run out of a home 
kitchen. 

Hmmm. 

Even if Essential AIDS is a legitimate or¬ 
ganization that just can’t get its paperwork 
in order, its penny jars are not welcome here 
in the Bay Area. The AIDS Emergency Fund 
has done a superlative job of meeting the 
needs of local residents with HIV, based 
largely on its coin collection efforts. The fact 
is that this couldn’t have come at a worse 
time for AEF, which is struggling with the 
reality that sometimes good news (like pro¬ 
tease inhibitors and combination therapy) 
can be bad news (when it means an escalat¬ 
ing number of clients, needing help for 
longer periods of time). Even without the 
new penny jars cluttering up local shelves 
and taking money away from its treasury, 
AEF would still be more desperately in need 
of money than ever before. The situation is 
so bad, to tell the truth, that the annual 
award ceiling for fund recipients has to be 
lowered, albeit reluctantly. 

Shame on Essential AIDS for its ma¬ 
neuvering. If it’s legal, it stinks. If it isn’t, 


we look forward to a swift arrest and severe 
punishment of those involved. The law 
simply cannot allow unscrupulous opera¬ 
tors to further victimize the AIDS com¬ 
munity. 

We are especially sad about the 
problems at AEF because that 
group has always been so dedi¬ 
cated to keeping its costs down. 

It doesn’t pay its people any of 
those six-figure salaries that cause 
such controversy at some other or¬ 
ganizations (and we aren’t referring ex¬ 
clusively to San Francisco groups); over¬ 
head at AEF is kept to less than 
ten percent, so more than 90 
cents of every dollar goes back 
into the hands of PWAs in the 
form of direct financial grants 
(ironically, that’s about the opposite of the 
so-called “AIDS PAC” we reported on a few 
weeks ago - where a full 93 percent has fu¬ 
eled the operation since its inception, and 
only seven percent has been given out); and 
its fundraisers raise funds for the organiza¬ 
tion, not the organizers (unlike some bike 
peddlers and other thonmeisters we know 
of). 

We could do with more AIDS service 
groups keeping in mind the real reason they 
exist: it isn’t to provide employees with 
salaries “comparable” to the private sector or 


anywhere else. It isn’t to allow some organiz¬ 
er access to fancy Washington balls. It isn’t 
even to give a bunch of walkers/runners/ 
dancers/bikers a fun time. It is to fight the dis¬ 
ease. And people who make a killing on the 
dying deserve all the contempt they get - and, 
frequently, a prison sentence as well. 

The telephone number given by 
Essential AIDS is (212) 874-3004; if 
you are curious about what they’re 
doing here in the Bay Area, give them 
a call. If you are a store owner and are 
approached by people from Essential 
AIDS, refuse to take their jars until 
they can provide financial 
statements and an accurate tax 
identification number. If you 
see one of their jars in a local 
store, explain the situation to the 
owner or manager - who, from what we 
hear, may not even be aware it’s there, since 
part of the scheme seems to rely upon plac¬ 
ing the jars behind the backs of the unsus¬ 
pecting store employees. 

And for goodness sake, be aware of the 
impact this will have upon AEF. Take a 
minute to search out the real “ Every Penny 
Counts” jars and drop in a buck or two. The 
health and safety of thousands of San Fran¬ 
ciscans with HIV depends upon your help. 

Every penny does count. And every bad 
penny hurts. ▼

t€p hree weeks ago, the Honorable Mayor 
| Willie Brown and Irv Spivak, board 
H president of the Golden Gate Business 
Alliance (GGBA), sat down in a private 
meeting to discuss issues pertinent to the 
gay and lesbian business community. Being 
mindful of the limited time we would have 
together, Irv decided to ask the mayor for 
support of one issue and offer our support 
on another. 

We asked the mayor to sponsor, with the 
GGBA, a forum or summit to address the 
issues surrounding work re-entry for HIV¬ 
positive people. 

Our message to the mayor was that the 
need to address the concerns of workplace 
re-entry for persons with HIV is vital to our 
membership and the greater community. 
Through the introduction of protease in¬ 


hibitors, many of us are capable of coming 
back into the workplace as productive busi¬ 
ness members. Yet to do so could mean the 
abandonment of healthcare and disability 
packages received from previous employers. 
Just as the Human Resource industry pio¬ 
neered compassionate responses to the 
needs of persons with HIV leaving the 
workplace, they must address the 
concerns of the same group re-en¬ 
tering the workplace. 

There are also political ques¬ 
tions surrounding what constitutes 
“well.” The mayor was quick to un¬ 
derstand the significance of our 
request. He promised to 
develop, with the GGBA, 
a forum or summit of 
leaders in the human re¬ 
source, benefits, healthcare, insurance, labor 
and medical communities to formulate a re¬ 
sponse to this crucial matter. 

Our discussion then turned to the issue 
of domestic partnership benefits and the 
pride we felt as an organization from the 


mayor’s championing issues of significance 
to our community. The mayor was disap¬ 
pointed in the lack of support from the 
press for his position on domestic partner¬ 
ship benefits, but was determined to defend 
his position and the laws of this city. 

We feel the issue of domestic partner 
benefits and the mayor’s leadership on this 
issue is deserving of the GGBA’s and our 
community’s full support. As we strive to- 

_ __ ward equal treatment of our 

members in the workplace and in 
society at large, we feel this issue 
has profound ramifications for 
each of us. It should give all of us 
a sense of pride to know 
that the mayor stands side 
by side with us on this 
issue - Mayor Brown, we 
applaud your efforts on our behalf. 

The gay and lesbian community has a 
true friend in the mayor’s office. San Fran¬ 
cisco is once again taking a leadership role 
in developing responses to the ongoing 
HIV+ saga. ▼ 
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Oklahoma, OK! 

I have a few comments concerning the article in 
the B.A.R. [Feb. 27] about the Oklahoma legislature’s 
attempt to forbid the state from doing business with 
any company or vendor that “recognizes, supports, 
encourages, promotes, tolerates or otherwise allows” 
same-gender marriage, or domestic partnerships. 

SF Supervisor Susan Leal called the legislation 
“discriminatory and mean-spirited,” and considered a 
boycott against travel to the state, then turns right 
around and says, “I wasn’t so worried about travel to 
Oklahoma ... because who the hell wants to go 
there?” And California State Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden laughed when she said, “Frankly, it’s not a 
central vacation spot for us.” I am incensed at these 
insensitive and naive remarks about Oklahoma.

There is a strip on 39th 
Street that features several men’s and women’s clubs, 
under-18 dance bars, huge mixed dance clubs, video 
bars, restaurants, bookstores, gift shops, 
help centers, and a hotel that is filled to ca¬ 
pacity every weekend from gay people 
from all over the country. It is Gay Cen¬ 
tral on the weekends, when all these clos¬ 
eted people can finally work out their frus¬ 
trations. 

Migden and Leal should pay a little 
visit. They might get laid! 

I voted for both of those women and 
they will be hearing from me directly. 

Their remarks were inappropriate and flippant and 
uninformed. I expect much more from our elected 
gay officials. I grew up in Oklahoma and have many, 
many friends still there. The gay community in Okla¬ 
homa deserves our support, our encouragement, our 
love, notour derision and mockery.

Obituary for a dear friend 

The lesbian and gay pride celebration of the South 
Bay, 1971-1996. A post-mortuary reflection: 

We have all lost a dear friend, a friend that shall be 
sorely missed by the entire community. Let me share 
with you my perspective of our dear friend’s short but 
meaningful life. 

The celebration was born through the efforts of a 
small group of visionaries who wanted to inspire 
pride in all our community, for us to be able to stand 
proud and acknowledge our rightful place in society. 

The first celebrations started modestly through the 
combined efforts of our diverse community. Through 
a labor of love, commitment and nurturing, the cel¬ 
ebration grew. The beginning celebrations were small 
“compared to larger cities,” but we no longer needed 
to look elsewhere for our pride. Before we knew it, 
our fledgling celebration became strong, and along 
with this strength came a sense of unity and empow¬ 
erment within our community. This was achieved by 
the tireless efforts of the volunteers who gave of 
themselves, their time, patience, love and expertise. 
These people set aside their egos and personal differ¬ 
ences to work together for a common goal. 

Like any entity, its needs grew and important is¬ 
sues arose which needed to be addressed by the com¬ 
munity. Many people tried to address these issues in¬ 
dividually as well as collectively. When the realization 
came that our dear friend was beginning to lose its 
battle for survival, many friends stepped forward to 
try to resuscitate it, that our friend was more than just 
a party to be held once in a year, it was the pride we 
were to share in ourselves as gay and lesbian people 
and our time together. 

The handful of volunteers who took the responsi¬ 
bilities of making the celebrations a meaningful state¬ 
ment of our pride knew that they had to contend with 
the needs of a largely diverse community, it was im¬ 
possible to be everything to everyone, but in earnest 
effort the celebration committee tried to accommo¬ 
date all the community’s concerns. 

In an effort to understand what has happened over 
the years, let us not reflect on the negative, or the fin¬ 
ger-pointing of who did what, but remember the pos¬ 
itives. The first celebrations being held at St. James 
park, moving to the County Fairgrounds, the Stock- 
ton Street fair, the first Gay Pride Parade in 1991, the 
anniversary of Stonewall 25, and the ultimate move 
into Guadalupe River Park, with the Parade being 
held on Market Street in downtown San Jose. These 
sometimes painful changes in growth were not just in 
the physical, but strengthened our visibility and 
growth in personal pride for ourselves and the Gay, 
Lesbian and Bisexual communities. 

The Gay Pride Celebration is survived by the Les¬ 
bian, Gay & Bisexual Community of the South Bay. In 
lieu of flowers or donations, please give your support 
and respect to a friend or organization that was there 
for you when you needed some support. 

I would like to believe that in future years a new 
kind of celebration of our lives will be born. I would 
personally like to thank all the volunteers, businesses 
and organizations within our community, and the 
non-gay and lesbian community who contributed to 
making the celebrations the successes that they were 
and hope that you will continue the support of our 
community and its needs as it continues to grow.

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Boxer climbs into ring

B arely three years ago in 
1994, when the Republicans 
took over Congress for the 
first time in decades, California’s 
junior U.S. senator, Barbara 
Boxer, immediately became one 
of their top Democratic targets 
for defeat in the 1998 general elec¬ 
tions. Indeed, even many of 
Boxer’s supporters among Cali¬ 
fornia Democratic leaders felt the 
56-year-old liberal hadn’t much 
chance of surviving a tough re- 
election campaign. 

That, of course, is all history 
now, as Barbara Boxer has defi¬ 
nitely taken off the gloves and is, 
according to several recent polls, 
the one to beat next year.

Following ten years in 
the House, Boxer cap¬ 
tured a Senate seat in 
1993 after a bruising ef¬ 
fort against conservative 
Republican Bruce 
Herschensohn. 

While Boxer seemed 
at first to take a 
back seat in 
D.C. to her fel¬ 
low senator, 

Dianne Fein- 

Stein, on many issues, she now is 
seen as one of the shrewdest and 
hardest-working members of the 
upper chamber. 

Republicans such as Sen. 
Mitch McConnell of Kentucky 
make no secret of their plans to 
paint Barbara Boxer as a “strident 
liberal” who’s “out of touch” with 
California voters. However, many 
of Boxer’s votes during the past 
few years have struck a responsive 
chord with her constituents - one 
of the reasons why she’s currently 
looking good against any Repub¬ 
lican in next year’s general elec¬ 
tion. 

As of the first of this year, 
Boxer had amassed only about $1 
million in her war chest, but her 
impressive standing in the polls 
should help her fundraising capa¬ 
bilities. She raised and spent $10.5 
million in 1992, and most expect 
she will need something near the 
$14.5 million Feinstein spent in 
1994 if she is to hold on to her 
seat. 

While Republicans face a 
bruising primary contest next 
year among likely senatorial can¬ 
didates state Treasurer Matt 
Fong, San Diego Mayor Susan 
Golding, San Diego businessman 
Darrell Issa, and three or four 
GOP House members, Boxer ap¬ 
pears to have a clear field for the 
Demo nod and is already off and 
running a full-time campaign 
even as she attends to her D.C. 
duties. Among some of the more 
important votes Boxer has cast in 
the Senate are for a 1996 measure 
that raised the federal minimum 
wage and provided business tax 
breaks, a bill that was later signed 
into law. She courageously op¬ 
posed the controversial Defense of 
Marriage Act, which would have 
allowed states to deny recognition 
of marriages of same-gender cou¬ 
ples performed in other states 
(Bill Clinton later signed the bill 
into law). 

On other issues, Senator Boxer 
has voted against a recent pro¬ 
posed amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution that would have required a 
balanced federal budget by 2002. 
She also opposed legislation im¬

posing major changes on federal 
welfare laws (which 
Clinton later signed 
into law); opposed a 
measure that would 
' have banned certain 
late-term abortions; 
supported the Safe 
Drinking Water Act; 
supported a 
$4.1 billion re¬ 
duction in the 
Defense bud¬ 
get (the pro¬ 
posal was, however, defeated by 
the full Senate); and opposed a 
law making naturalized immi¬ 
grants ineligible for welfare bene¬ 
fits and another barring welfare 
payments to recipients who have 
more children. 

While an admitted unabashed 
liberal, Barbara Boxer has listened 
and listened well to her California 
constituents, and the result seems 
to be that they pretty much have 
liked her performance during her 
first term - if the polls are to be 
believed. Republicans heaped 
scorn on Senator Boxer in 1995 
when she became one of the Sen¬ 
ate’s most vocal critics of then- 
Senator Robert Packwood (R- 
Oregon), accused by several 
women of sexual harassment. 
Boxer angered not only many Re¬ 
publicans, but a number of De¬ 
mocrats as well. 

In the end, however, Senator 
Boxer was vindicated when Pack- 
wood - faced with expulsion due 
to mounting evidence of flagrant 
sexual misconduct and obstruc¬ 
tion of justice - eventually re¬ 
signed his seat. Those close to 
Boxer’s re-election campaign say 
she hopes Feinstein will seek the 
California governorship next year. 
“Dianne’s name on the ticket 
helped her immensely in 1992, 
and it will certainly do so again 
next year,” explained one Boxer 
staffer. 

Regardless of who runs for 
governor (and Feinstein is said to 
be leaning more toward entering 
the race as her self-imposed June 
decision date nears), Barbara 
Boxer, all but ruled out of win¬ 
ning re-election two years ago, has 
staged a remarkable comeback 
and is clearly in the catbird’s seat 
at present. I don’t know who the 
Republicans will nominate 
against Boxer, but they’re clearly 
not going to enjoy the cakewalk 
they expected.

I am not wor¬ 
thy! 
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Proving lesbians’ diversity

I n 1993 a group of five scientists 
at the National Cancer Insti 
tute, led by molecular geneti¬ 
cist Dean Hamer, reported that a 
gene on the X chromosome influ¬ 
ences men’s sexual orientation. Of 
the five scientists only one, Angela 
Pattatucci, was openly queer. But 
she more than made up for any 
coyness among her colleagues. A 
self-proclaimed “dyke,” Pattatucci 
spoke at colleges and community 
groups around the country, pre¬ 
senting the research from a thor¬ 
oughly queer perspective. 

Yet Pattatucci’s perspective is 
not just that of a lesbian, but a les¬ 
bian with a remarkable life histo¬ 
ry. Her childhood was marked by 
severe abuse, which led to her be¬ 
coming so withdrawn that she 
was labeled mentally retarded. She 
attributes the abuse to homopho¬ 
bia - to the fact that her family 
unconsciously recognized her as 
lesbian before she herself was 
aware of her sexual orientation. At 
age 14 she ran away from home 
and lived for some time on Chica¬ 
go’s meanest streets. Eventually 
she was rescued by a much older 
gay man, Ray Biever, who took 
her in and helped her to finish 
high school. Later, he encouraged 
her to fulfill her desire for higher 
education, which included nurs¬ 
ing school, college, and graduate 
school. Biever died a few years 
ago, but Pattatucci still refers to 
him as her real father. 

Although Pattatucci’s research 
on the sexual orientation of men 
gained the most media attention, 
she has also done significant work 
on women. Her research (done in 
collaboration with Hamer) has 
shown that a lesbian or bisexual 
orientation clusters in families: 
the sisters, daughters, nieces and 
one kind of cousin (the daughters 
of paternal uncles) all have an in¬ 
creased chance of themselves 


being lesbian or bisexual. 

This clustering does not by it¬ 
self mean that women’s sexual 
orientation is inherited, and Pat¬ 
tatucci herself remains cautious 
on this question. She has found 
that the gene on the X chromo¬ 
some that influences men’s sexual 
orientation has little or 
no influence on the 
sexual orientation of 
women. That leaves about 
one hundred thousand other 
genes to pick through, some¬ 
thing that may take a while. 

As Pattatucci sees it, 
lesbians are more di¬ 
verse than gay men. 

She suspects that some 
women are genetically 
predisposed to become 
lesbian, and her data suggest that 
it may be those women who be¬ 
come aware of same-sex attraction 
early in life. What guides other 
women to a lesbian orientation, 
Pattatucci doesn’t know. 

Pattatucci thinks of her re¬ 
search as a purely scientific quest, 
not as something needed to prove 
the “biological worthiness” of les¬ 
bians or gay men. Thus, while 
Hamer has taken the genetic data 
into the arena of gay rights - he 
testified about his group’s re¬ 
search in the Colorado Amend¬ 
ment 2 trial, for example - Pat¬ 
tatucci takes a different view. “The 
fundamental issue,” she told me 
recently, “is not whether we were 
‘born queer,’ it is whether hetero¬ 
sexual society has the right to dis¬ 
criminate against us, regardless of 
how we came to be queer.” 

Pattatucci recently left the NCI 
to take a faculty position at a 
medical school in Puerto Rico. 
Her research focuses on HIV in¬ 
fection in the female sex worker 
population on the island. Perhaps 
her own history played a role in 
that choice of topic, for as she tells 
it, life in the streets is harsh, and j 
often the only way for a young 
woman to survive is through | 


prostitution. Biever’s intercession 
likely saved her from that path. 

Pattatucci, now 44, lives in the 
mountainous interior of the island 
- the campo - far from the tourist 
resorts along the coast. She lives 
with her partner, their two teenage 
children, three dogs, a cat, and a 
cockatiel. In her spare time 
she plants fruit 
trees on their 
three acres of land, and 
writes. She recently fin¬ 
ished her first book, Women in 
Science (Sage Publications), and 
is also nearing comple¬ 
tion of a novel, titled 
2013: The Emergence of 
a New World Order. 

Although her pre¬ 
sent situation might 
seem like a fine recipe for a settled 
middle age, Pattatucci is in fact 
considering her options. She wants 
to return to the study of sexual ori¬ 
entation, although perhaps not to 
the question of its heritability, 
which she has never considered the 
most important topic. More inter¬ 
esting, she says, is the question of 
how a queer identity develops 
within the family, and how family 
dynamics are affected when a 
member reveals that he or she is 
queer. It’s a topic that must arouse 
painful personal memories for her. 
Yet science has often profited from 
the motivation that individual life 
histories, even individual tragedies, 
have instilled in scientists. ▼

Gordon’s treasury to date, 
which has raised over $60,000, is 
clearly indicative of his gathering 
political strength. Gordon is 
proud that, unlike other candi¬ 
dates, he has not had to lend his 
own money to the campaign. 

“So far,” he told the B.A.R ., “at 
least 85% of the funds have come 
from individuals, with 52% com¬ 
ing from voters giving $50 or less 
each. From here on in, the job is 
to communicate effectively with 
people; first, to get them out to 
vote, then to vote for me.” 

Gordon and his handlers be¬ 
lieve “Dear Friend” cards, in 
which the candidate’s major char¬ 
acteristics and goals are spelled 
out and the card is sent with a fa¬ 
miliar signature to a good friend, 
will advance major positive feel¬ 
ing among the voters. 

A reprint of these cards has al¬ 
ready been ordered, and more will 
be ordered as their need increas¬ 
es. But direct mail campaigns are 
costly, and Gordon makes it clear 
that expenses so far have been de¬ 
voted to printing and postage, 
both of which will require more 
funding before April 8. 

Planner and implementor 

Asked whether he had experi¬ 
enced any homophobia so far in 
the campaign, Gordon told the 
B.A.R. that only one other candi¬ 
date has even mentioned that 
Gordon is gay, and then said noth¬ 
ing critical about his sexual orien¬ 


tation. The candidate believes that 
San Mateo County is relatively free 
of homophobic action. 

As for Gordon’s personal quali¬ 
ties as an activist in the public 
arena, he disputes principal oppo¬ 
nent Denise de Ville’s suggestion 
that the choice is between herself as 
a “planner” and himself as an “im¬ 
plementor.” He considers himself 
both, and said his style is to get into 
the action and accomplish a goal. 

“Instead of just thinking of 
something, I accomplish it,” he 
says. “To promote better health, I 
set up the Youth Health Center and 


saw to it that there was AIDS test¬ 
ing included in the program. In¬ 
stead of just wondering what to do 
about promoting'welfare and wor¬ 
rying about where money is going 
to come from, I organized the Cafe 
Mime, where people formerly on 
welfare learn new marketable skills 
and to support themselves.” ▼

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Gay vets file RICO suit against Am. Legion

S an Francisco’s Alexander 
Hamilton Post of the Amer¬ 
ican Legion, the nation’s 
only post to welcome openly gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
veterans, has increased the pres¬ 
sure in its discrimination lawsuit, 
and the San Francisco War 
Memorial Board of Trustees is 
now poised to adopt a series of 
resolutions renouncing discrimi¬ 
nation against sexual orientation. 

The post’s lawsuit, filed last fall 
against the American Legion’s Cal¬ 
ifornia Department, claims that 
the post has been subject to dis¬ 
crimination under several guises: 
by the California Legion’s refusal 
to publish material submitted by 
the post in state publications; its 
refusal to provide adequate office 
space in the War Memorial Build¬ 
ing; and further exemplified by 
anti-gay remarks and anti-gay ma¬ 
terials on display in the Legion’s 
state headquarters office, also in 
the War Memorial Building. 

On February 12, the post filed 
a motion to amend its complaint 
by adding as defendants the San 
Francisco War Memorial Board of 
Trustees, who supervise the city- 
owned building. The motion also 
adds a claim under the Racketeer 
Influenced and Corrupt Organi¬ 
zations Act against several Legion 
officials, who allegedly defrauded 
the Hamilton Post of membership 
fees and illegally pocketed other 
money from within the Legion. 

Sean Kennedy, a lawyer for the 
Hamilton Post, told the B.A.R. 


that the lawsuit is still primarily a 
discrimination case, but the new 
alleged RICO violations indicate 
that many in the Legion leader¬ 
ship “behave with impunity” and 
disregard for the law. 

The RICO violations allege 
that the Legion’s state department 
placed veterans’ applications into 
a phony Legion post (a “paper 
post”) to store the money and 
keep from having to refer mem¬ 
berships to the Hamilton Post. 
Furthermore, the RICO allega¬ 
tions say, the Legion officials 
pocketed cash raised during 
fundraising efforts and drew 
money out of various funds and 
accounts (including the phony 
“paper post”). 

Gay vets' long fight 

The ongoing lawsuit is only the 
current chapter of a long and ar¬ 
duous battle for the Hamilton 
Post, which couldn’t even get its 
charter from the Legion until it 
threatened a lawsuit. A previous 
lawsuit, which was filed in 1987 
and settled in 1988, failed to 
change the discriminatory behav¬ 
ior, Kennedy said. 

“The only time they seem to 
behave is when there’s a lawsuit in 
the works,” Kennedy said. 

And now that the War Memo¬ 
rial Board of Trustees has been 
added as a defendant in the case, it 
seems the Board is showing signs 
of behaving as well, with new res¬ 
olutions passed just last week at a 
meeting of the Board’s Veterans 
Committee. 

The resolutions contain sever¬ 
al recommendations, including 


that the board should require the 
California American Legion to 
adopt written statements agreeing 
to conform with the city’s non¬ 
discrimination code; that the Cal¬ 
ifornia American Legion take af¬ 
firmative steps such as sensitivity 
training to discourage and pre¬ 
vent further discrimination; and 
recommended procedures for the 
board in handling future discrim¬ 
ination complaints. 

Coming less than a month 
after the board was named a de¬ 
fendant in the post’s lawsuit, 
Hamilton Post members say the 
resolutions are merely a “cover- 
your-ass” reaction and are too lit¬ 
tle, too late as far as the lawsuit is 
concerned. 

The Board of Trustees will meet 
at 2 p.m. this Thursday, March 13, 
to consider the Veterans Commit¬ 
tee’s resolutions. Arch Wilson, a 
World War II veteran and member 
of the Hamilton Post, said he ex¬ 
pects the board to accept the rec¬ 
ommendation of the committee. 

“But it’s just something quite 
hollow,” Wilson said. “It will look 
as if it did something, but it really 
doesn’t do anything.” 

“It’s just not going to be very 
satisfactory. It doesn’t address our 
past grievances, which is what 
we’re suing for. It only addresses 
future grievances.” 

Old boys 

Cliff Anchor, a previous com¬ 
mander of the Hamilton Post, 
said even though the Legion is still 
dominated by an “old boys’ club,” 
he thought the City Board of 
Trustees would also ultimately do

the right thing. 

“They have a responsibility for 
control of the building,” he said. “It’s 
there to provide protection for vet¬ 
erans. And any group who discrim¬ 
inates should not be allowed to oc¬ 
cupy a public building such as that.” 

Anchor said he felt the post 
has a very strong case, and he is 
optimistic that the current lawsuit 
will finally bring justice to the 
post. He said the changing tide of 
public opinion, more sensitive to 
anti-gay discrimination, is strong 
even through much of the Amer¬ 


ican Legion. 

“We’ve had some very conser¬ 
vative posts express support for 
us, which just goes to show that 
you don’t have to be a bigot to be 
a conservative,” he said. 

Anchor even has hope for the 
lawsuit’s effect on the Legion’s 
state organization. 

“If the Legion survives this, 
and it will, it will emerge as a bet¬ 
ter organization, more democrat¬ 
ically operated, and with less of 
the hanky-panky that has gone on 
in the past.” T 


SF forums on

O ver the past few years, AIDS 
service organizations, 
health educators, activists, 
public policy advocates, and med¬ 
ical professionals have expressed 
increasing concern over the legal 
rights of prisoners with 
HIV/AIDS. Their primary con¬ 
cern is that many - or most - fa¬ 
cilities are negligent of those who 
carry the virus, when the combi¬ 
nation of the infection, poor med¬ 
ical treatment, a callous prison 
administration, and the day-to- 
day life in prison has the potential 
to make a short prison term a 
death sentence. They also feel that 
too few prisons offer protease in¬ 
hibitors and other life-extending 
drugs to prisoners with AIDS. 

HIV Behind Bars will be ad¬ 
dressing these issues in a two-part 
forum and intensive workshop 
starting this Tuesday, March 18, and 
continuing on March 19. The events 
are jointly sponsored by the 
HIV/AIDS in Prison Project of 
Catholic Charities of the East Bay 
and the National Task Force on 
AIDS Prevention, with additional 
sponsorship from AIDS Legal Re¬ 
ferral Panel and Correctional HIV 
Consortium. 

AIDS activist and prisoner ad¬ 
vocate Judy Greenspan, project di¬ 
rector at the HIV/AIDS in Prison 
Project, explained to the Bay Area 
Reporter the reasons for her orga¬ 
nization’s dedication to this issue. 

“Most prisoners with HIV and 
AIDS have a history of injection

drug or alcohol addiction,” she 
said. “The majority of these men 
and women are in prison for non¬ 
violent crimes. Prison is no place 
for anyone who is HIV-positive. 
Prisoners are heroically battling 
the epidemic in their own way by 
forming peer education pro¬ 
grams, and speaking out. They 
need our support.” 

The forum held on Wednes¬ 
day, entitled “Fighting for their 
Lives - HIV Prevention and Edu¬ 
cation Behind the Walls,” will be 
free of charge to those who want 
to address the community’s role 
in supporting HIV peer education 
and prevention programs inside 
U.S. and Canadian prisons. Top¬ 
ics will include efforts by the 
Women’s Positive Legal Action 
Network (Women’s PLAN) to 
provide legal support and advoca¬ 
cy for women prisoners with 
HIV/AIDS, plus programs cur¬ 
rently taking place from San 
Quentin, California to Bedford 
Hills, New York. 

Scheduled speakers include 
Aida Rivera, founder of ACE, a 
HIV program at Bedford Hills 
Women’s Prison; Cochise Robin- 
son-El, founder of Blind Faith, a 
Washington, DC organization of 
former prisoners; Ralf Jurgens, au¬ 
thor of Canada’s HIV/AIDS in Pris¬ 
ons Final Report ; and Jackie Walker, 
AIDS Information Coordinator, 
ACLU National Prison Project. ▼

and partners Del Martin and 
Phyllis Lyon; and lesbian health¬ 
care advocate Dr. Kate O’Hanlan. 

The evening is a benefit for “A 
Fund of Our Own,” which was 
created by Bay Area Career 
Women (BACW) in 1989. The 
fund is administered by the Hori¬ 
zons Foundation, and has provid¬ 
ed money to numerous organiza¬ 
tions. 

“Our aim is to honor those 
people in our community who 
have enhanced the image, em¬ 
powerment, or understanding of 
lesbians,” said Betsy York, founder 
and this year’s LAVA co-chair. 
“Over 550 people attended the 
benefit event last year, and 
through ‘A Fund of Our Own,’ 
over $174,000 has been distrib¬ 
uted since 1989.” 

Maureen O’Leary is also co- 
chair of the event, said Jo Ann 
Driscoll, one of the organizers. 

“The fifth annual LAVA 
Awards build on the extraordi¬ 
nary success of the four preceding 
years, which have garnered ever- 
increasing attendance and recog¬ 
nition,” O’Leary said. “Many feel 
that the LAVA Awards represent 
one of the largest and most im¬ 
portant events of the year for les¬ 
bians.” 

The awards are given in recog¬ 
nition of achievement on one or 
more areas, including arts, athlet¬ 
ics, business, community service, 
crafts, education, government, 
healthcare, law, philosophy, poli¬ 
tics, sciences, spirituality, and the 
trades. 

This year’s recipients: 

• Jang is a teacher, activist, or¬ 
ganizer, and role model for Asian 
lesbians and gay youth. In 1994, 
Governor Pete Wilson named 


Jang as one of the state’s out¬ 
standing teachers. Jang is the pro¬ 
gram coordinator for support ser¬ 
vices for gay, lesbian, and ques¬ 
tioning youth for the San Francis¬ 
co Unified School District. 

One of her achievements was 
developing an acclaimed curricu¬ 
lum addressing diversity and sex¬ 
ual minorities. She co-produced A 
Safe Place for Questions , a video 
for schools that is requested by 
numerous institutions both na¬ 
tionally and in several countries. 
Jang is also the founder of Older 
Asian Sisters in Solidarity 
(OASIS), and helped organize the 
San Francisco Asian Women’s 
Shelter. 

• Lesbian pioneers Martin and 
Lyon founded the legendary 
Daughters of Bilitis in 1955. They 
have been leaders in the lesbian, 
gay, and women’s movements for 
four decades. Last year both 
served -as delegates representing 
lesbians at the White House Con¬ 
ference on Aging. 

The longtime partners are re¬ 
garded as two of the most impor¬ 
tant political activists, authors, 
and advocates of lesbian visibility. 
They have helped found numer¬ 
ous organizations, including the 
Council on Religion and the Ho¬ 
mosexual, the Alice B. Toklas De¬ 
mocratic Club, and La Casa de las 
Madres. As a result of their tireless 
work, both have won many 
awards, including the Earl Warren 
Award. 

Martin authored the ground¬ 
breaking Battered Wives, and the 
two co-authored the widely ac¬ 
claimed Lesbian/Woman and Les¬ 
bian Love and Liberation. 

• O’Hanlan, a physician and 
surgeon, is one of the nation’s 


foremost advocates for lesbians 
and women’s healthcare. She is 
currently in private practice at 
Stanford Medical Center, and is 
an advocate for domestic partner 
benefits in hospitals. 

She has also been a leader in 
creating a national health care 
strategy for lesbians, which in¬ 
cludes attention to breast and cer¬ 
vical cancers. O’Hanlan has writ¬ 
ten many articles about lesbian 
and gay health concerns that have 
appeared in national medical 
journals. A founder of the Lesbian 
Health Fund, O’Hanlan also 
served as president of the interna¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association. 

BACW, whose members creat¬ 
ed “A Fund of Our Own,” was 
founded in 1979 and is one of the 
largest lesbian organizations in 
the world, with over 1,000 mem¬ 
bers. Its mission is to empower its 
members and all lesbians to elim¬ 
inate discrimination and preju¬ 
dice, while promoting lesbian 
pride, leadership, and visibility by 
providing networking opportuni¬ 
ties. Its programs have led diverse 
communities of lesbians to be 
brought closer together through 
educational, philanthropic, and 
social activities.

State chief justice attends 
BALIF's 'coming of age'

C alifornia state supreme court Chief Justice Ronald M. George 
was the keynote speaker at the 17th annual dinner for Bay 
Area Lesbians for Individual Freedom (BALIF) Thursday, 
March 6, demonstrating that the event’s theme of “Coming of Age” 
was not simply wishful rhetoric. 

Chief Justice George addressed the large crowd of attorneys, 
judges and other legal activists about ongoing efforts by the Judi¬ 
cial Council of California to identify and implement changes in the 
legal system to ensure fair access by gay, lesbian, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender people to the justice system. George observed that Califor¬ 
nia is the first state to have a committee to advise the court system 
specifically about sexual orientation bias. Openly lesbian superior 
court judge Donna Hitchens heads that committee, which is be¬ 
ginning a major fact-finding process next month. 

Despite the chief justice’s positive remarks, there were reminders 
that more can be done to promote gay, lesbian, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender inclusion. Several speakers drew attention to the failure of 
former Governor George Deukmajian and present Governor Pete 
Wilson to appoint any openly gay or lesbian judges. Qualified out 
gay and lesbian candidates have already been approved by the state’s 
judicial appointment screening board and are available for ap¬ 
pointment. The speakers called upon Wilson to make such an ap¬ 
pointment a high priority. 

The Community Service Award was given to the youth support 
group LYRIC, and the Legal Service Award went to the lobbying 
group LIFE Lobby (Lobby for Individual Freedom & Equality). ▼ 


UCSF forcing AIDS 
clinic to vacate office

T he Mt. Zion HIV Clinical 
Research Center that has 
conducted clinical trials on 
AIDS drugs for the last ten years 
is being forced to vacate its Sutter 
Street offices on Friday, March 14 
by the University of California, 
San Francisco (UCSF). The sud¬ 
den move will leave about 100 pa¬ 
tients, many on new protease in¬ 
hibitors, without any means of 
contacting staff in the event of an 
emergency, said Dr. Jacob 
Lalezari, director of the clinic. 

UCSF has given Lalezari no ex¬ 
planation about why it is forcing 
the clinic to vacate its office. 

“People will be walking 
around San Francisco who are 
taking the highest doses of exper¬ 
imental medicine in the country. 
As of Friday, if I don’t have a 
phone, who are these people 
going to call?” asked Lalezari. 


The center is now known as 
Quest Clinical Research. It joined 
Quest, a national consortium of 
HIV treatment physicians, last 
month. Lalezari is no longer em¬ 
ployed by the university, as he’s di¬ 
rector of Quest’s clinical research 
program. The center, however, 
continues to provide the same ser¬ 
vices and research projects. 

Those include a primary care 
clinic that serves 100 patients and 
the research clinic, which serves 
another 100 patients and has been 
a pioneer in studies of emerging 
HIV treatments. The clinic facili¬ 
tates access to research protocols 
for patients in Northern Califor¬ 
nia. Phase I and II studies on 
treatments are conducted, and the 
center does research on protease 
inhibitors, gene therapy, and sev¬ 
eral CMV treatments. 

A UCSF spokeswoman said the 
university would issue a statement, 
but at press time it had not been re¬ 
ceived. Last week, Carol Fox, with 


UCSF’s public affairs department, 
told the B.A.R. that it was her un¬ 
derstanding that patients would be 
able to contact another doctor. 

Lalezari said there is no other 
doctor doing the studies. 

Shelley W. Drake, chief cam¬ 
pus counsel for UCSF, sent a let¬ 
ter to Lalezari’s attorney Stephen 
Goff on February 28 and ordered 
the clinic offices be vacant “on or 
before Friday, March 7.” Her letter 
offered no explanation for the de¬ 
cision. UCSF then extended the 
deadline to March 14. 

Lalezari did say that he and the 
university are in the midst of ne¬ 
gotiations regarding the division 
of research, contracts, and other 
things as a result of his leaving 
UCSF and joining the consor¬ 
tium. He maintained any decision 
is irrelevant to the issue of pa¬ 
tients having no one to call and 
nowhere to go, especially if com¬ 
plications arise with the experi¬ 
mental research participants. T 
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AHP to vacate Castro to go down Market

T he University of California 
AIDS Health Project an¬ 
nounced Tuesday, March 11 
that it will consolidate its Castro, 
Mission district, and Tenderloin 
service centers into one space, at 
1930 Market Street, the former 
University of California Exten¬ 
sions Services building. 

The site is scheduled to open 
on September 1 after renovation, 
and will allow clients to receive a 
variety of AHP services in a cen¬ 
tral and accessible location, ac¬ 
cording to deputy director Joan¬ 
na Rinaldi. 

“We have sites in different 
neighborhoods, but none has the 
full complement of AIDS Health 
Project Services,” Rinaldi said. “All 
of our services will be available in 
one location.” 

Currently, clients must travel 
to the Tenderloin for psychiatric 
medication management if need¬ 
ed, receive clinical substance 
abuse services at a Mission Dis¬ 
trict location, and attend support 


groups at the 400 Castro Street 
site. 

AHP provides anonymous, 
confidential, and mobile HIV 
testing sites; long and short term 
psychotherapy; support groups 
for people with HIV, caregivers, 
and seronegative individuals; cri¬ 
sis intervention; substance abuse; 
and hospital-based services. 

The agency may continue to 
use the Castro Street location 
through May 1998 when its lease 
expires, but Rinaldi said any con¬ 
cerns that the building will be¬ 
come a chain store or another 
fast-food restaurant when the 
agency moves out are unfounded. 

Under the current seven-year 
lease arrangement, all footage un¬ 
used by the Castro Street Noah’s 
Bagels store will be used as com¬ 
munity space. 

“There was always a plan that 
it be used as a community setting 
for the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty,” Rinaldi said. “It will continue 
under that plan.” 

The location will be used as a 
venue for a lesbian and gay per¬ 
forming arts group. 


Still seeking money 

AHP has already raised more 
than 50 percent of the estimated 
$600,000 relocation and con¬ 
struction costs, and the agency is 
conducting a capital campaign to 
raise the rest of the cash, accord¬ 
ing to Rinaldi. 

The California Wellness Foun¬ 
dation, the Magic Johnson Foun¬ 
dation, and Alvin C. Baum are 
major donors to the campaign. 

Founded in 1984, AHP has 
served more than 14,000 clients 
annually. In addition to creating 
and developing the Anonymous 
Testing program, AHP established 
the HIV Services Partnership, in 
collaboration with the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation and Shan- 
ti Project. The HIV Services Part¬ 
nership is a uniform database of 
client information that allows 
clients to receive services at all 
three agencies with just one appli¬ 
cation. T

Nursing Mothers: Preliminary results from an ongoing pharmacokinetic study (ACTG 250) of 10 HIV-1 - 
infected pregnant women who were administered a single oral dose of 100 or 200 mg VIRAMUNE® at a 
median of 5.8 hours before delivery, indicate that nevirapine readily crosses the placenta and is found 
in breast milk. Consistent with the recommendation by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking 
postnatal transmission of HIV, mothers should discontinue nursing if they are receiving VIRAMUNE®. 
Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of VIRAMUNE® in pediatric patients have not been established. 
VIRAMUNE® has been studied in two open-label, uncontrolled trials (Bl 882, Bl 892) in 37 HIV-1-infected 
pediatric patients with a mediah age of 0.9 years (range: 0.1 to 15 years) who were treated for a median 
duration of 20.7 months.

Because there are no data on multi-dose pharmacokinetics in children, no recommendation on dosing 
can be made. Based on single-dose pharmacokinetics in 9 HIV-1-infected pediatric patients (age 9 mos. 
to 14 years) who were administered nevirapine in a suspension formulation, it appear* that oral clearance 
is approximately 2-fold greater in children when compared to adults. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: The most frequently reported adverse events related to VIRAMUNE® therapy were 
rash, fever, nausea, headache, and abnormal liver function tests. 

The major clinical toxicity of VIRAMUNE® is rash, with VIRAMUNE®-attributable rash occurring in 17% of 
patients in combination regimens in Phase ll/lll controlled studies. Thirty-seven percent of patients treated 
with VIRAMUNE® experienced rash compared with 20% of patients treated in control groups of either 
ZDV+ddl or ZDV alone (Table 1). Severe or life-threatening rash occurred in 7.6% of VIRAMUNE®-treated 
patients compared with 1.2% of patients treated in the control groups. 

Rashes are usually mild to moderate, maculopapular erythematous cutaneous eruptions, with or without 
pruritus, located on the trunk, face and extremities. The majority of severe rashes occurred within the 
first 28 days of treatment; 25% of the patients with severe rashes required hospitalization; and one 
patient required surgical intervention. All patients recovered. Overall, 7% of patients discontinued 
VIRAMUNE® due to rash.

Abnormal liver function tests have been reported with VIRAMUNE®, some in the first few weeks of therapy, 
including ca^es of hepatitis. VIRAMUNE® administration should be interrupted in patients experiencing 
moderate or severe liver function test abnormalities until liver function tests return to baseline values. 
VIRAMUNP treatment should be permanently discontinued if liver function abnormalities recur on read- 
ministration. 

Drug Interactions: Although clinical studies have not been conducted, induction of CYP3A by nevirapine 
may result in lower plasma concentrations of other concomitantly administered drugs that are extensively 
metabolized by CYP3A. (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY) Thus, if a patient has been stabilized on a 
dosage regimen for a drug metabolized by CYP3A, and begins treatment with VIRAMUNP, dose adjust¬ 
ments may be necessary. 

Rifampin/Rifabutin: There are insufficient data to assess whether dose adjustments are necessary when 
nevirapine and rifampin or rifabutin are coadministered. Therefore, these drugs should only be used in 
combination if clearly indicated and with careful monitoring. 

Protease Inhibitors: Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of protease inhibitors. Therefore, 
until clinical data are available that evaluate the need for dose adjustments, these drugs should not be 
administered concomitantly with VIRAMUNE®. 

Oral Contraceptives: There are no clinical data on the effects of nevirapine on the pharmacokinetics of oral 
contraceptives. Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of oral contraceptives (also other hormonal 
contraceptives); therefore, these drugs should not be administered concomitantly with VIRAMUNE®. 
Information tor Patients: Patients should be informed that VIRAMUNE® is not a cure for HIV-1 infection, and 
that they may continue to experience illnesses associated with advanced HIV-1 infection, including oppor¬ 
tunistic infections. Treatment with VIRAMUNP has not been shown to reduce the incidence or frequency of 
such illnesses, and patients should be advised to remain under the care of a physician when using VIRAMUNP. 
Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of VIRAMUNP are unknown at this time. They 
should also be informed that VIRAMUNE® therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission 
of HIV-1 to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Patients should be instructed that the major toxicity of VIRAMUNP is rash and should be advised to 
promptly notify their physician of any rash. The majority of rashes associated with VIRAMUNP occur with¬ 
in the first 6 weeks of initiation of therapy. Therefore, patients should be monitored carefully for the appear¬ 
ance of rash during this period. Patients should be instructed that dose escalation is not to occur if any rash 
occurs during the two-week lead-in dosing period, until the rash resolves. Any patient experiencing severe 
rash or a rash accompanied by constitutional symptoms such as fever, blistering, oral lesions, conjunctivitis, 
swelling, muscle or joint aches, or general malaise should discontinue medication and consult a physician. 
Patients should be informed to take VIRAMUNP every day as prescribed. Patients should not alter the 
dose without consulting their doctor. If a dose is missed, patients should take the next dose as soon as 
possible. However, if a dose is skipped, the patient should not double the next dose. 

VIRAMUNE® may interact with some drugs; therefore, patients should be advised to report to their doctor 
the use of any other medications. 

Patients should be instructed that oral contraceptives and other hormonal methods of birth control 
should not be used as a method of contraception in women taking VIRAMUNE®. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Long-term carcinogenicity studies of nevirapine 
in animals are currently in progress. In genetic toxicology assays, nevirapine showed no evidence of 
mutagenic or clastogenic activity in a battery of in vitro and in vivo assays including microbial assays for 
gene mutation (Ames: Salmonella strains and £. coli), mammalian cell gene mutation assays 
(CHO/HGPRT), cytogenetic assays using a Chinese hamster ovary cell line and a mouse bone marrow 
micronucleus assay following oral administration. In reproductive toxicology studies, evidence of impaired 
fertility was seen in female rats at doses providing systemic exposure, based on AUC, approximately 
equivalent to that provided with the recommended clinical dose of VIRAMUNE®. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C: No observable teratogenicity was detected in reproductive studies 
performed in pregnant rats and rabbits. In rats, a significant decrease in fetal body weight occurred at 
doses providing systemic exposure approximately 50% higher, based on AUC, than that seen at the rec¬ 
ommended human clinical dose.

Community reality 

“I see lots of research that 
doesn’t take the community re¬ 
ality and perspective into con¬ 
sideration, and I see lots of ser¬ 
vice that doesn’t take advantage 
of what research has to offer,” 
Goldstein said in her nomina¬ 
tion statement. “I would like to 
see the HPPC be a place where 
we can honor, respect, and use 
the expertise of both research 
and direct service experience.” 

The quality of prevention 
programs is an area Goldstein 
wants the council to explore this 
year. She thinks there is a lack of 
community discussion on HIV 
prevention in the city. 

“This council is driven by 
Center for Disease Control and 
Prevention [CDC] guidelines. 
We haven’t talked about what’s 
going on in San Francisco. 

“A friend of mine asked me 
what the council thought of the 
bathhouse controversy. Frankly, 
we haven’t talked about it,” 
Goldstein said, adding she’d like 
that to change soon. 

She explained that preven¬ 
tion efforts in the city focus 
around outreach by various 
community agencies. The goal is 
to get people at high risk for 
HIV into the agencies for more 
intensive treatment aimed at 
successfully changing the per¬ 
son’s behaviors that put the per¬ 
son at risk. 

“When someone is a ‘preven¬ 
tion’ client, you’re trying to 
change someone’s behavior,” 
Goldstein said in an interview 
with the B.A.R. 

Relationship risk 

This year the HPPC added a 
component to its HIV Preven¬ 
tion Plan called a behavior risk 
assessment. Agencies that re¬ 
ceive prevention contracts will 
complete the assessments so that 
the council can get a better idea 
of who is at risk for HIV. For ex¬ 
ample, Goldstein said some re¬ 
search shows that gay men who 
are in relationships are sero- 
coverting. 

“All agencies that get preven¬ 
tion contracts are doing these,” 
she said of the assessments, 
adding that technical assistance 
is being provided so that the as¬ 
sessments are as accurate as pos¬ 
sible. 

Goldstein, who’s been on the 
HPPC for a year and a half, joins 
the other two co-chairs: Ronnie 
Ashley/Chata, a community co¬ 
chair, and Dr. Gene Copello, the 
AIDS Office co-chair. She re¬ 
places outgoing co-chair Ana 
Claire Meyer, whose term on the 
council ends this month. ▼

T he Sacramento Women’s 
Chorus celebrated its tenth 
anniversary Saturday, 
March 1 with a dinner for 400, a 
concert - and a picket line. 

A group calling itself “Con¬ 
cerned Catholics” informed Fa¬ 
ther Christopher Cartwright and 
Bishop William Weigand, both of 
whom agreed to rent the church 
hall at an earlier meeting with the 
chorus, that it would be mount¬ 
ing a protest outside the St. Ig¬ 
natius Parish Hall, to protest the 
rental of church property to a 
“homosexual group.” 

Concerned Catholics then 
called local television stations with 
advance word of their protest. 

The Sacramento Women’s 
Chorus states that although at 


least half of their membership is 
lesbian, the rest of the group is 
heterosexual. Television cameras 
that filmed a portion of the cho¬ 
rus during rehearsal recorded a 
group of women in which there 
was only one lesbian, and one 
very pregnant chorus member 
who was there with her husband 
and family. 

, “It was really a family event,” 
said chorus member Linda Kil- 
lick. “There were grandparents, 
in-laws, parents, and children, all 
there for a spaghetti dinner and a 
celebration. 

“It’s sad it had to be marred by 
judgmental people with a per¬ 
verted notion of Jesus Christ’s 
gospel. But we went on and had a 
good time, and really, we hardly 
noticed they were there.” 

Killick said Father Cartwright 
had warned chorus members that 


a demonstration was planned, but 
that he had arranged to confine 
the pickets to a restricted area 
outside the church. 

Concerned Catholics had 
brought a priest from another 
parish, St. Paul’s Church, to speak 
on camera. At least three times he 
declared the event was a direct vi¬ 
olation of Vatican edicts. One of 
the pickets stated on camera that 
“all queers are sick, they all should 
be in hospitals.” Their demonstra¬ 
tion continued in that tone. 

According to Killick the cho¬ 
rus’s 90-minute concert contained 
traditional music in support of 
women, including “Ave Maria.” 

“Of course,” she said wryly, 
“we could hardly miss doing ‘Big 
Dog’s Music and Wild Wild 
Women,’ and we did a special ren¬ 
dition of ‘The Lesbian Second- 
Date Moving Service.’” ▼

an on the property in their de¬ 
signs. Shafer said some of the bet¬ 
ter architectural firms in the 
country are taking part in the de¬ 
sign competition. 

“Top-notch firms responded,” 
Shafer said. “People know this is 
going to be a signature building, 
not just for the lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, transgender community, but 
for the city.” 

The winning architectural firm 
will be announced Sunday, April 
19. 

People power 

The membership drive that 
begins next Wednesday is differ¬ 
ent from the capital campaign: 
memberships are targeted at the 
many lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender residents who cannot 
afford to contribute hundreds or 
thousands of dollars. 

Shafer said the support of large 
numbers of people is just as im¬ 
portant as the support of very rich 
people. “We have to have people 
who can’t afford to give more than 
$15-$35 feel they’re part of the 
community center as well. We 
want to get as many people as 
possible to buy into the commu¬ 
nity center.” 

The capital campaign, which 
Leno is co-chairing with Jody 
Cole, is set to begin this spring. It 
aims to get 1,000 people to pledge 
$1,000 each. The pledge payments 
can be made over three years, 
which Leno pointed out averages 
about $1 a day. 

The capital campaign will kick 
off with an exclusive dinner at 
Stars restaurant. Owner Jeremiah 
Tower has graciously offered to 
close his world-famous restaurant 
for the event, which has been 
scheduled for Sunday, May 18. 

“By the end of 1997, we have to 
have $2.5 million in pledges,” 
Leno said. 

A successful capital campaign 
involves a lot of lunches with 
prospective donors. Leno said he 
and Cole have pretty much iden¬ 
tified major contributions. As an 
example, Leno said the CCP is 
looking for between 30-40 peo¬ 
ple who will each contribute 
$5,000. Ten individuals will be 
solicited for $10,000 donations, 
and there are a few even larger 
than that. 

Citing a need to look to new 
philanthropic leadership in the 
gay community, Leno said the 


CCP board made a decision not 
to approach Jim Hormel or Ayse 
Kenmore for these larger gifts. 

Goal: 365 days 

Shafer and other board mem¬ 
bers are aware of the CCP’s need 
to earn its way in San Francisco’s 
gay community. Shafer and Leno 
said they have no plans to go back 
to the city requesting more money 
once the center opens. To accom¬ 
plish the goal of the center to be 
self-sustaining, it will have rev¬ 
enue-generating space; sugges¬ 
tions so far include a gift shop or 
a branch of the City Store, which 
would sell city souvenirs such as 
Castro Street signs. Leno also said 
approximately half the building 
will generate income through 
rentals to gay groups, at slightly 
less than market rates. 

Fees will also be charged for 
meeting space, although Shafer 
said there are plans to have some 
subsidized meeting space for 
groups that cannot afford it. 

There are also plans for a 400- 
seat auditorium where large 
events and performances could be 
held. The board hopes to keep the 
center open 365 days a year, and 
open late into the evening as an 
alternative to the bar and club 
scene. 

“There are wonderful and end¬ 
less opportunities,” Leno said. 

The CCP board has also 
worked to be inclusive, Shafer and 
Leno said. That commitment has 
been reinforced by its make-up of 
board members, the numerous 
focus groups it has held so far and 
has planned for the future, and 
even the decision to locate the 
center outside of the Castro dis¬ 
trict. 

“We celebrate our diversity, as 
we should,” said Shafer. 

Observing that “the creation of 
agencies and services that allow us 
to be separate from each other” 
has had an unfortunate tendency 
to lessen bonds of “commonalty,” 
Shafer promised, “The center will 
be a place where everyone can feel 
welcome.” 

Near unanimous support 

Political leaders throughout 
the city, including the mayor and 
all supervisors, have stated their 
full support for the community 
center. Support has also come 
from Assemblywoman Carole

T he future of gay and lesbian 
community centers, and the 
important role they present¬ 
ly play in the queer community, 
were just a couple of the subjects 
addressed at the second gathering 
of Northern California Lesbian 
and Gay Community Centers Sat¬ 
urday, March 8. About 60 people 
from a dozen centers attended the 
meeting at the Billy DeFrank Les¬ 
bian and Gay Community Center 
in San Jose. 

The enthusiasm of these peo¬ 
ple and the passion they feel 
about their community centers 
was evident throughout the meet¬ 
ing. Ideas were shared and prob¬ 
lems discussed in a candid man¬ 
ner so that people were able to 
leave with some solid ideas for 
improving their specific centers. 

Community centers represent¬ 
ed at the meeting included the Pa¬ 
cific Center in Berkeley; Stonewall 
Alliance Center in Chico; The 
Edge in Fremont; Spectrum Cen¬ 
ter in San Anselmo; the Commu¬ 
nity Center Project (CCP) in San 
Francisco; the DeFrank Center; 
the Gay and Lesbian Alliance in 
San Luis Obispo; and the Rain¬ 
bow Center in Pleasant Hill. Ad¬ 
ditionally, centers in Sacramento, 
Santa Cruz, and Ashland, Oregon 
were represented. DeFrank Center 
Executive Director Ralph Serpe, 
one of the organizers of the meet¬ 
ing, pointed out Northern Cali¬ 
fornia has “the largest concentra¬ 
tion of gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty centers in the world.” 

Richard Burns, executive di¬ 
rector of the Lesbian and Gay 
Community Services Center in 
New York City, facilitated most of 
the meeting. Burns, who has been 
director of the country’s largest 
gay community center, told the 
audience that gay community 
centers have been around for a 
long time and initially served as a 
safe place for queers to come to¬ 
gether. The role of centers has 
changed over the years, he said, as 
more and more became “engines 
of social change in the queer 
movement.” 

Kerry Lobel, executive director 
of the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force (NGLTF), also spoke at 
the meeting, and said the task 
force is ready to help centers by 
providing support and assistance. 
“The task force is committed to 
Figuring out ways to work with 
you and the national association 
[of community centers],” she said. 

Lobel said it’s important that 
the entire queer community is in¬ 
cluded: “I work for lesbians, gays,

bisexuals, and transgenders, so we 
can be our fullest, authentic, full 
self, no matter how that looks.” 

Out entrance, in entrance 

The conference included ses¬ 
sions on start-up centers, volun¬ 
teer-run centers, staffed centers, 
fundraising, board development, 
and volunteer resources. 

During the start-up center dis¬ 
cussion, everything from dealing 
with the proverbial closet to find¬ 
ing the right volunteer for the job 
was discussed. Eric Richter from 
Chico’s Stonewall Center talked 
about an issue that came up last 
year when the center’s board dis¬ 
cussed publicizing Chico gay 
pride events. 

“Some people were afraid, be¬ 
cause some people are afraid to 
come out. We had a large discus¬ 
sion on how to publicize it and we 
decided to publicize it,” Richter 
said. 

He added that because it 
rained on the day of the event, it 
was difficult to tell what impact 
the publicity had on attendance. 

Peggy Hughes, a board mem¬ 
ber of San Francisco’s CCP, agreed 
with Richter. “San Francisco is 
constantly thought of as the ‘gay 
Mecca,”’ she observed, “but in our 
focus groups, we found some 
people would find it difficult to 
come into our building. 

Because “a lot of people are 
not out,” Hughes said the CCP 
concluded another entrance 
would probably be needed, where 
people could come in without 
being seen. 

Serpe said the DeFrank center 
has three entrances for that same 
reason. 

EvHine Blanchette from San 


Luis Obispo said they must relo¬ 
cate their community center be¬ 
cause of zoning issues. They are 
currently looking for space in an¬ 
other building and must vacate 
their current site by mid-April. 

Sandi Shell, center coordinator 
in Ashland, said that in retrospect 
that center probably opened too 
soon. However, the circumstances 
surrounding the center were 
unique: in December 1995, the 
bodies of Oregon lesbian activists 
Roxanne Ellis and Michelle Abdill 
were found bound and gagged in 
the back of Ellis’ pickup truck, 
each with a fatal head wound. 

As a result of the double mur¬ 
der, Shell said about $20,000 in 
donations poured into the com¬ 
munity. People wanted a center 
opened right away, and that’s 
what happened. 

“We’re struggling to catch up 
with ourselves,” Shell said. “We 
messed up a lot by not having 
standard operating procedures in 
place. It’s no one’s fault, we just 
opened too soon. The communi¬ 
ty expected us to be open 24 
hours a day. In January, I said, ‘We 
can’t do this,’ and said we’d be 
open 20 hours a week.” 

A positive thing came out of 
Shell’s decision: she got a lot of 
calls from people who were will¬ 
ing to volunteer as a way to help 
the center stay open more hours. 

Serpe said the DeFrank Center 
has worked on refining its proce¬ 
dures for volunteers, including 
having job descriptions for them 
and setting clear parameters. Vol¬ 
unteer recognition is also very im¬ 
portant, he explained, since peo¬ 
ple are giving their time to help 
out and like to be recognized for 
their work. ▼

G ay/Straight Alliances” have 
been forming in Bay Area 
high schools in recent years, 
and their first-ever chance to meet 
together to share ideas and form 
communications networks is 
coming up soon. 

The Overcoming Homopho¬ 
bia Meeting for Youth (OHMY!) 
will take place Saturday, March 
22, from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. at San 
Francisco’s Urban School, 1563 
Page Street (at Masonic). 

The conference is sponsored by 
University High School’s 
Gay/Straight Alliance and by the 
Lavender Youth Recreation and In¬ 
formation Center (LYRIC), a gay 
youth organization in San Francis¬ 
co. One hundred to 150 partici¬ 
pants are expected to attend. 

Jesse Costello-Good, a senior 
at University High School and co¬ 
ordinator of the conference, told 
the B.A.R. that this was the first of 
what is hoped to become an an¬ 
nual meeting of high school 
gay/straight alliances (GSAs) in 
the Bay Area. 

“There are a lot of gay/straight 
alliances [in the Bay Area], but a 
lot of them are very new,” he said. 
“A lot of issues with this have been 
pioneered on the East Coast.” 

The conference is aimed at 
forming a greater network be¬ 
tween the GSAs in the Bay Area 
and at helping the GSAs combat 
homophobia in schools. Up to 
now, queer youth organizing has 
focused on areas outside of 
school, such as recreation and 


government. OHMY! will bring 
activism back to schools by en¬ 
couraging students and teachers 
to take action within the school 
environment. 

San Francisco City Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano, a former teacher 
and president of the San Francis¬ 
co School Board, will deliver the 
keynote address. 

‘They are a symptom’ 

Workshop topics will include 
“Activism 101,” a panel sharing 
experiences about being out in 
high school; how to start a 
gay/straight alliance; getting along 
with school administration; a 
panel of individuals sharing their 
experiences being out in high 
school; and a workshop specifi¬ 
cally for teachers. 

Costello-Good said the idea 
for the workshop came from a 
teacher at University High who 
previously helped organize a sim¬ 
ilar event in the Northeast. 

That teacher proposed the idea 
to the gay/straight alliance at Uni¬ 
versity High, and “the group 
jumped on it immediately,” 
Costello-Good said. 

A primary aim of the confer¬ 
ence is to give the school organi¬ 
zations direction and ideas for 
staying successful and active, since 
many of the Bay Area alliances are 
so new. Costello-Good said 
OHMY! will keep Bay Area GSAs 
strong through mutual support. 

“The conference is very excit¬ 
ing, because a lot of these groups 
just came into existence,” he said. 
“They are a symptom. They get 
started for a reason, but they don’t 


know where to go or what to do 
once they are formed. 

“That’s the point of the con¬ 
ference: to share ideas to keep 
them going, and to create a sense 
of community and support so the 
groups can keep in contact and 
work together.” 

As they are now, many of the 
gay/straight alliances are “unoffi¬ 
cial” or “secret” in the schools, 
Costello-Good said. Without for¬ 
mal recognition from the schools, 
it is difficult or impossible for 
anyone outside that school to 
reach the gay/straight alliance. 

San Francisco public schools 
have designated “safe adults” who 
can be contacted for such purpos¬ 
es, but Costello-Good said that 
most other schools’ gay clubs can 
only be reached through a coun¬ 
selor. And depending on the 
school, the mail may never reach a 
gay students organization. 

“The point is that if you just 
send something to ‘Counselor,’ 
you have no idea if anyone is 
going to get it,” he said. “So this 
conference will bring everyone to¬ 
gether, and we can make a net¬ 
work of communications and 
know who we can contact.” 

The conference is geared to¬ 
ward high school students and 
teachers, but Costello-Good said 
anyone was welcome. 

“But if you’re not a high school 
student, you’ll basically be an ob¬ 
server,” he said. 

There is no registration fee, 
but donations are encouraged to 
help cover the costs of food and 
supplies.

The Tierney of youth: 

HIFY picks gay 
activist as leader

longtime gay rights activist 
and advocate for youth 
i health care has been named 
to lead Health Initiatives for Youth 
(HIFY), a San Francisco non¬ 
profit agency dedicated to im¬ 
proving the health of adolescents 
and young adults. 

Steven Tierney, formerly direc¬ 
tor of adolescent services for the 
Justice Resource Institute in 
Boston, took his post at HIFY on 
February 10. 

Tierney has 20 years of experi¬ 
ence in healthcare planning and 
community needs assessment, ed¬ 
ucation and training, and man¬ 
agement. He also has been a fix¬ 
ture in Boston gay politics, as a 


already,’ and it might be difficult 
to come up with new ideas. That 
will always be the challenge: to 
continue improving the systems 
of delivering care.” 

Tierney said his ultimate goal 
was simply working toward a zero 
rate of HIV infection in the Bay 
Area. Recent statistics of young 
men in the Bay Area showing a 
drop in new HIV infection from 
12 percent to 8 percent is good 
news, he said, but it’s not good 
enough. 

“My hope is that eight percent 
still alarms us,” he said. “That’s an 
outrageous number of men to be 
acquiring the disease.’ 

Tiernev said HIFY has three 
primary objectives: providing care 
and education directly to young 
people; providing training for

co-chair of the Massachusetts Gay 
and Lesbian Political Caucus from 
1981 to 1991, and on the board of 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force from 1985 to 1991. 

Tierney told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that in his new position he 
looks forward to working on the 
back end - improving care and 
educational systems from the 
ground up - which will be a 
change from his years of experi¬ 
ence working on the front lines of 
care delivery. 

“I see a real opportunity to do 
some capacity-building, to work 
on the operating systems and 
make them work better,” he said. 

New ideas 

The Bay Area’s long history of 
AIDS advocacy and treatment 
poses unique challenges to Tier¬ 
ney as a newcomer, he said. 

“The epidemic has hit so hard 
here, and people here have been 
working against it for so long,” he 
said. “Some might take the atti¬ 
tude that ‘everything’s been tried 


other agencies which serve the 
youth; and working with estab 
lished systems of care in the com¬ 
munity to improve the accessibil¬ 
ity and operations of those sys¬ 
tems. 

Lisa Felice, HIFY board presi¬ 
dent, said Tierney would be a 
“strong, visionary” leader for

“Steven Tierney is a national 
leader in the areas of youth health 
and HIV,” she said. “He has many 
years of experience creating and 
managing programs that empow¬ 
er young people to address urgent 
health issues such as HIV He will 
be a strong, visionary leader for 
HIFY.” 

Tierney received a bachelors 
degree in social sciences and a 
masters degree in counseling and 
social psychology from Wayne 
State University, and a doctorate 
in education from Northeastern 
University. In addition, he holds a 
postgraduate certificate in adoles¬ 
cent psychotherapy from Boston 
University. ▼

PWAs: beware 
of alfalfa sprouts

C alifornia health officials 
have issued a consumers’ 
warning for alfalfa sprouts 
packaged under the Fuji Natural 
Foods label. They say the compa¬ 
ny has voluntarily recalled all its 
alfalfa sprout products because of 
possible salmonella bacteria cont¬ 
amination. 

The Department of Health Ser¬ 
vices says samples of alfalfa 


sprouts were found to be contam¬ 
inated. Health officials say no re¬ 
lated illnesses have been reported, 
but they are advising consumers to 
throw away or return to the place 
of purchase any suspect product. 

Salmonella poisoning causes 
abdominal cramps, diarrhea, 
fever, and headache within six to 
48 hours of consumption, and 
can be fatal for people with re¬ 
duced immunity, the very young 
or elderly, or the fetus of a preg¬ 
nant woman. ▼

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Police look 
for clues in 
SoMa slaying

uneral and memorial ser¬ 
vices were held Wednesday, 
March 12 for Carmel 
Sanger, the popular owner of the 
Pink Tarantula, a South of Market 
hair salon at 71 Langton Alley 
near 7th and Folsom Street. 

Sanger was killed March 5 by 
an unidentified gunman, who shot 
her twice in the head with a semi¬ 
automatic pistol after entering the 
salon and asking for her by name. 

Police say the suspect is be¬ 
lieved to be a Hispanic male be¬ 
tween the ages of 28-35, about 
5’8” tall, and weighing 150 


pounds. The suspect was wearing 
a type of bandanna over his head 
and had distinctively shaved or 
plucked eyebrows, according to 
witness descriptions. The suspect 
was also wearing a waist-length 
zippered leather jacket, leather 
chaps, and black boots. 

The killer fled in an ‘80s model 
car - possibly a blue Buick Skylark 
or similar auto - driven by a 
woman with bleached blonde 
hair, according to police homicide 
inspector Joseph Toomey.

nationwide study by gay 
rights groups shows vio¬ 
lence against gays, lesbians, 
bisexuals, and transgendered peo¬ 
ple is on the rise. 

The report says attacks last 
year went up six percent across 
the country. 

Gaybashing in some cities, 
however, dropped. The rate in San 
Francisco dropped three percent. 
Gaybashing in New York City 


dropped two percent, compared 
to a 39 percent decrease in overall 
violent crime. 

The report said attacks in 1996 
were more violent and caused 
more serious injuries than ones in 
the previous year.

R ugby has a reputation as 
being a boozy sport.” This 
from Mick Hutton, who 
plays for Richmond and works as 
a doctor in a Kingston hospital in 
England. 

And he should know. He plays 
rugby, and in England that means 
he drinks. A lot. An acute mala- 
propism comes from soccer play¬ 
er Duncan Ferguson: “I can drink 
like a chimney!” 

In England there’s a bit of con¬ 
troversy, since many teams are 
turning professional, where 
they’ve been amateur. Now that 
they’re contracted players, the col¬ 
legiate frat-boy-like post-match 
activities of guzzling lagers have 
come under scrutiny. 

The Sun, a cheesy tabloid that 
makes The National Enquirer look 
like the National Review by com¬ 
parison, reports regularly on the 
inebriated initiation rites ’n’ recre¬ 
ations of rugby and soccer ath¬ 
letes. And they are a guzzlin’ lot. 

Among rugby’s finest teams 
are New Zealand, South Africa, 
Wales, and England. All of these 
countries are known for their cul¬ 
tural love of beer. England’s blunt 
term for being drunk, “on the 
piss,” is more than appropriate. 

Among the sports’ top players, 
several are admitted and recover¬ 
ing alcoholics. Paul Gascoigne 
says rugby clubs even force their 
players to drink. 

Now you may be asking, since 
many of you dear readers are en¬ 
joying this publication, or at least 


retrieving it, in a bar, why should 
I complain about a little alcohol 
consumption between jocks? 

Well, there’s the kiddies to con¬ 
sider. These jocks are supposed to 
be the heroes of a culture, howev¬ 
er screwed up that culture may be, 
and for the congratulatory activi¬ 
ty of victory to be immediately 
followed by a dunk in a vat of 
swill is a long-standing tradition, 
but it’s still pretty stupid, from a 
health standpoint to a larger 
cultural context.

Get a 
poor man down to his last ten 
bucks, or pounds in this case, and 
he’ll probably spend it on drink 
and smoke. This trickles down, so 
to speak, to the fans’ behavior. 

‘Sexy canoodling’ 

Culturally, though, according 
to an article in Total Sport, this 
abuse of alcohol is limited to 
Anglo races (talk about general¬ 
izations!). Other cultures beside 
the Brits and Irish were able to 
contain their post-game drinking. 
Some, like Dutch athletes, don’t 
drink at all (we’ll discuss the hash 
thing next year, when it gets clos¬ 
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er to Gay Games). 

The activities associated with 
beer-guzzling may be more than 
slightly homoerotic for readers, 
and with the moralizing under 
the belt, let’s get to the juicy de¬ 
tails. 

Wimbledon’s rugby team was 
banished from Sheffield’s Moat 
House in 1993 when team mem¬ 
bers ran naked through hallways 
and engaged in “sexy canoodling.” 
Between each other or other 
guests, and of which 
gender, has not been 
verified. A now- 
mythical event in the ’60s 
with the Blackpool team in¬ 
volved drunken teammates 
John Hollins and Barry 
Bridges being found in 
bed together, but, alas, 
clothed. 

Drunk-driving, or 
the Brit term, “drink¬ 
driving” also plays a 
role in the fall-out of jockoholics. 
Soccer star Tony Adams not only 
wrecked a car, but led a “sex orgy” 
at his home.

Other men’s skin 

The crimes go on and on; 
head-butting innocent teens 
through plate glass windows, as¬ 
saulting bobbies, fights, vandal¬ 
ism. In the words of Barbara 
Kruger, “You invent intricate ritu¬ 
als that allow you to touch the 
skin of other men.” 

Some of these players got off 
easily, some ended up losing their 
jobs, while others have served jail 
terms. Many merely wasted their 
careers. In the words of former 
jock Barry Fry, “I pissed my future 


up against the wall.” 

Birmingham’s city director, 
who reacted to one of these as¬ 
saults on her fair town by a visit¬ 
ing team of louts, summed it up 
best.

tephen Petronio’s company hits the stage like a thunderbolt — 
the sheer force of his movement seems to push past the bound¬ 
aries of physical expression. As a member of the audience, it’s 
impossible not to be captivated, as well as rejuvenated, by the constant swirl of bodies. 
The much-admired Petronio, who is often tagged the “bad boy” of modern dance 
because of his fondness for punk music and bare skin, has always set his sights on 
movement invention. Bill T. Jones has called him the “best movement maker of 
my generation.” His ’80s collaborations with British choreographer Michael 
Clark were both notorious and admired. Petronio is hardly lightening up, but 
it’s clear that his most recent pieces, Lareigne (1995) and Drawn That Way 
(1996), mark a kinder, more gentle direction for the choreographer. In both 
works, which Stephen Petronio Company is presenting this week at Center 
for the Arts Theatre, the focus is less on specific movement invention and 
more on the overall architecture of the dancers onstage. 

These concerts also mark the beginning of an ongoing relationship 
with the Bay Area: San Francisco Performances, an established dance 
presenter, has selected Petronio’s troupe to be its resident dance 
company. And if a new funding initiative—Audiences for the 
Performing Arts Network — is approved this June, the 
Petronio company will embark upon a four-year rela- 
r „ tionship with the performing arts community in San 
Francisco. Petronio Company Managing Director 
Robert Russo explains, “The program is to ex¬ 
pand outreach activities on the basis of booking 
. an artist in a city other than their own home.” 

In addition to working as an adjunct professor 
at Stanford University, where he will design a new 
dance and drama curriculum, Petronio will work 
with the university’s technical departments of com¬ 
puter sciSnoSkand research in creating the visual elements 
for upcoming dances. In addition, the Center for the Arts at 
Yerba Buena Gardens has been designated by Executive Di¬ 
rector John Killacky as Petronio’s second home. 

“In the ’80s there was a big dance boom going on,” says 
Petronio. “The reason I’m still here is because we sold tickets. We 
had no contributed income. When touring got scarier, we sort of pan¬ 
icked for a while, but it’s just really obvious to me that this company could 
sell other things. Dancers should be superstars.” 

You can see the Petronio superstars for yourself in this week’s program, 



The Toilers and the Wayfarers 


( he “toilers and wayfarers” in Keith Froelich’s short (75 minutes) feature 
stand outside their culture in two senses, and thus are doubly damned. 
Sixteen-year-olds Dieter (Matt Klemp) and Philip (Andrew Wood- 
house) are gay, and they live in New Ulm, one of Minnesota’s rigid German emigre com¬ 
munities, many of whose members don’t even speak English. Twentysomething Udo (Ralf 
Schirg) is also gay, but adds another alienating element to the mix — he’s a recent immi¬ 
grant to the U.S. from Germany who acts spontaneously and says and does what he thinks. 
Udo’s arrival signals the departure of all three boys for the Big City of Minneapolis when 
the repressions of New Ulm and their uptight, Old World families become unbearable. 

This simple, wistful sketch of a film, shot in crisp black and white, opens with best 
friends Dieter and Philip cavorting in a beautiful forest and river redolent of an imagi¬ 
nary Norman Rockwellish America. The two meet here often for skinny-dipping and

Livin’ in LA 

Prompted by rumors of a vigil 
outside Liz Taylor’s house, Pithy 
Galore journeyed to the South¬ 
land two weeks ago hoping to get 
a glimpse of the now-hairless star 
chuggin’ away on that rusty exer- 
cycle. But as fate will often have 
things, Pithy boarded the plane in 
her sheerest mini and chunkiest 
platforms, which meant she was 
more suitably dressed for a tour of 
LA’s happenin’ art world than 
scrambling through Liz’s weed- 
ridden yard. 

Pithy’s first stop was the LA 
County Museum, where she at¬ 
tended the glamorous opening for 
LACMA’s new show, Exiles and 
Emigres: The Flight of European 
Artists from Hitler, “organized” by 
Stephanie Barron. The opening 
was a magnet for LA’s art crowd, 
and there were even a few movie 
types, although admittedly of the 
graying, not-getting-much-work- 
these-days caliber.

Sharon Stone, whose Silent 
Foundation for the Arts made a 
generous donation to the show, 
was conspicuously absent from 
the opening, only because Miss 
Megastar got a private tour of the 
exhibit several days before the of¬ 
ficial opening. Our LA connection 
says Stone’s entourage breezed 
through the show in a matter of 
minutes, after which the coterie 
was whisked away in a tapioca- 
hued stretch limo to a private din¬ 
ing room at Kate Mantilini’s, 
the tony Beverly Hills trattoria 
where, with Ms. Barron in tow, 
the charmed circle sipped cham¬ 
pagne and chowed down on 
poitrine de veau and canard 
sauvage. Ah, the good life. 

Goldin years 

Pithy returned to SF last week 
just in time for Thursday’s bedaz¬ 
zling opening at the Fraenkel 
Gallery of two new photo ex¬ 
hibits, recent photos by human 
casualty-chronicler Nan Goldin, 
and J. John Priola’s startling 
Saved series. An army of artists 
and art wonks packed the gallery, 
including: the stars of the evening, 
Goldin and Priola; artist Brett 
Reichman; SFMOMA’s Bob 
Riley; journalists Glen Helfand 
and Roberto Friedman; the very 
sexy “Michael” from Camera¬ 
work; and, of course, the filthy 
Capplethwaites, who were in¬ 
censed at not being considered 
swank enough to gain access to 
the mysterious and elite “beverage 
room.” 

There were many others, of 
course, and we’d gladly drop their 
names, but, alas, our pencil and 
notepad were gobbled up by one 
of the half-dozen wiggling little 
Jack Terriers that made guest- 
appearances in the arms of their 
doting owners, who are single- 
handedly breathing new life into 
that old cliche “couldn’t leave 
home without it.” Please, people, 
we know it’s very now to show up 
to tony openings, marmoreal gaze 


intact, clutching a Mannerist-style 
canine, but, really, there are limits 
to chic. 

Later in the evening, Goldin, 
Priola, and a junta of San Francis¬ 
co’s most interesting art glitterati 
convened at Da Flora in North 
Beach for Italian grub. The glit¬ 
tering clutch included Jeffrey 
and Frish Brandt, owners of 
Fraenkel Gallery; Bob Riley; Jim 
Goldberg, whose photographic 
tour-de-force, Raised by Wolves: 
Photographs and Documents of 
Runaway Kids, will be at SFMO- 
MA in June ’97; Jasper Johns pro¬ 
tege Steve Wolfe; and others. It 
was a memorable evening for all, 
we hear, though Ms. Goldin was 
reportedly beginning to feel the 
effects of jet lag. 

Reynolds redux 

Remember Burt Reynolds? 

Yes, way back in the ’70s he 
was some kind of Hollywood 
stud, so revered for his sex- 
appeal in fact that he even 
made a film with 
Catherine 
Deneuve. But then 
that Goodyear tire 
around his waist got 
a little too big, and 
it was all over. Of 
course, the nasty 
drug-and-alcohol 
habit didn’t help 
matters and actually played a part 
in the cancellation of that mid- 
’80s TV sitcom. But in Hollywood 
it’s hard to keep a good hack 
down, so look for Reynolds to 
kick-start his film career later this 
year with Boogie Nights, a flick 
about the porn film industry set 
in the wild and crazy late ’70s. 

In Boogie Nights, Reynolds 
plays an X-rated film director 
who turns a dishwasher into a 
porn star overnight.

that culminated in object-hurling 
and hair-pulling. The outburst has 
been angrily denied by Houston, 
though there were at least a dozen 
witnesses to the singer’s volatile 
shredding of a Spice Girls poster.

KQED's 'The Castro'

H ^ ow did the Castro happen? 

Why was a quiet, middle- 
m 1 class San Francisco neigh¬ 
borhood known as Eureka Valley 
transformed — almost overnight 
— into the most famous queer 
mecca in the world? 

“The Castro,” the third install¬ 
ment in KQED’s series Neighbor¬ 
hoods: The Hidden Cities of San 
Francisco (“The Mission” was 
first in 1994 followed by “China¬ 
town” last year), attempts to an¬ 
swer this question. Designed for 
general audiences, the film most¬ 
ly concentrates on significant 
events of the last 25 years, but gay 


and lesbian viewers to whom 
most of this will seem familiar 
will no doubt find the period be¬ 
fore and during the transforma¬ 
tions of the ’70s an eye-opening 
history lesson. 

Using archival footage and 
still-photographs, Peter Stein, 
who wrote, directed, and pro¬ 
duced “The Castro,” and his crew 
trace the history of the neighbor¬ 
hood from its origins early in this 
century as an oasis of hilly green 
dairy farms far removed from the 
hustle and bustle of downtown 
San Francisco, a mere mile away. 
As immigrants from Europe — 
mostly Irish and Scandinavian — 
moved into the area, Victorian 
homes sprang up and Castro

Street blossomed as the neighbor¬ 
hood’s main commercial thor¬ 
oughfare. The streetcar line con¬ 
nected the area to downtown, 
shops and bars opened for busi¬ 
ness, and Eureka Valley was born. 

Cut to the period just after 
World War II, when San Francis¬ 
co’s gay subculture began to grow 
at a phenomenal rate as word 
spread that San Francisco offered 
a more accepting social environ¬ 
ment for homosexuals. In the ’50s 
and ’60s, groups like The Daugh¬ 
ters of Bilitis and The Mattachine 
Society worked quietly for homo¬ 
sexual civil rights, but without a 
specific neighborhood to call their 
own, they lacked the political 
clout to open their collective clos¬ 
et door. 

All that changed in the late 
’60s and early ’70s when many 
gays and lesbians who’d been liv¬ 
ing in the Haight-Ashbury began 
seeking cheaper housing in other 
parts of the city. When they looked 
over the hill to Eureka Valley, the 
Castro was born. The area, which 
was already suffering economical¬ 
ly from a mass exodus to the sub¬ 
urbs, was ready for the taking. 

“One of the things I learned 
from working on the project was 
that families were already leaving 
[Eureka Valley] before gay men 
started moving in,” historian 
Allan Berube told B.A.R. in a re¬ 
cent interview. Berube served as a 
consultant during the planning of 
“The Castro” and is interviewed 
in the film along with several 
other well-known members of the 
queer community (Cleve Jones,

conversation, but their talk quick¬ 
ly undercuts the kind of home- 
spun homilies promised by the 
setting. Philip, who is more “out” 
than the still-closeted Dieter, tells 
his friend that he hates his life in 
New Ulm, that he’s incinerated his 
gym uniform in protest — “The 
jockstrap didn’t burn too well,” he 
laments — and intends to leave 
for Minneapolis. 

Dieter has problems of his 
own that the film lays out in con¬ 
siderable detail. His life is full of 
the kinds of denials associated 
with a grim, upwardly mobile im¬ 
migrant mentality — no televi¬ 
sion; no beer; and frequent em¬ 
barrassing bare-butt spankings by 
his father Helmut (Jerome 
Samuelson), an unyielding au¬ 
thoritarian. It’s soon clear that no 
amount of whipping can keep Di¬ 
eter in line; he identifies not with 
Daddy but with Udo, whose slack¬ 
er ways and brotherly interest in 
Dieter are immediately interpret¬ 
ed as predatory faggotry. 

Udo represents an enormous 
threat to New Ulm and the Old 
World ways it represents. He’s ca¬ 
sually disrespectful, indulgent, a 
seasoned drinker, and relentless¬ 
ly sarcastic — to show gratitude 
to his dying aunt for bringing 
him to the U.S., he says drily, “I 
hope I can hold back the tears.” 
Udo, who speaks mostly Ger¬ 
man, drives a Cadillac and wears 
a cowboy hat. He’s a skewed 
byproduct of American culture, 
having been raised on American 
TV, movies, and rock ’n’ roll. 
Later, the laughing boy sobers up: 
“I came to America and ended up 
nowhere.” 

Philip’s departure paves the

Del Martin and Phyllis Lyon) as 
well as neighborhood residents. 

Berube observes that the Cas¬ 
tro blossomed once it became 
known that for the first time in 
America’s history a neighborhood 
was emerging where business, 
housing, entertainment — an en¬ 
tire social and political order — 
was developing around gays. As 
the film’s narration puts it, “They 
came in fear and defiance and 
with hope. To find a promised 
land, get a job, find a lover, but 
most of all to find a home.” 

Although the film manages to 
cover a lot of ground in 90 min¬ 
utes, the bulk of “The Castro” 
concerns important events in San 
Francisco’s gay history, using the 
neighborhood as a focal point: 
Harvey Milk’s election to the 
Board of Supervisors, the mur¬ 
ders of Milk and Mayor Moscone, 
the riots that followed Dan 
White’s sentencing, and the effect 
of AIDS on the neighborhood. It 
also examines community issues 


of race, gender, and class that have 
stimulated discussion and contro¬ 
versy throughout the Castro’s ex¬ 
istence as an important center of 
gay and lesbian culture. 

The goal for KQED and “The 
Castro” filmmakers, as it is with 
similar projects about minorities, 
is getting the attention of the ma¬ 
jority. “The history of marginal¬ 
ized groups,” Berube said, “in¬ 
cludes the assumption that if 
you’re not part of that group, 
you’re not interested. The chal¬ 
lenge with a film like ‘The Castro’ 
is to try to make it part of Ameri¬ 
can history. The story of the Cas¬ 
tro is part of the history of San 
Francisco and one piece of Amer¬ 
ican history. You can see the big 
picture in the small piece.” T 


“The Castro” airs Saturday,

way for Dieter and Udo to follow, 
which they do after one of Hel¬ 
mut’s “fatherly” beatings. But typ¬ 
ical of big city cautionary tales, 
the trip is disastrous. Dieter’s par¬ 
ents alert the police that the “fag¬ 
got” Udo has seduced and kid¬ 
napped their son. Udo blows most 
of his money on a lemon that 
breaks down on the highway. He 
loses the rest to a street hustler, 
and ends up homeless and scrub¬ 
bing floors. Dieter fares no better, 
following his pal Philip into the 
grimy world of homelessness, 
teenage prostitution, and police 
entrapment. Philip becomes 
“sick” suddenly, and while his 
problem is never specified, it’s ob¬ 
vious this is a code word for AIDS. 

Still, there are glimmers of 
beauty and points of connection 
in these seemingly dead-end lives. 
Udo meets a grandfatherly Ger¬ 
man mechanic who confesses he 
doesn’t understand homosexuali¬ 
ty but knows Udo “has a good 
heart” and lets him stay with him. 


Philip and Dieter make love in an 
abandoned apartment. And in 
one of the film’s best scenes, Di¬ 
eter confounds the police by 
speaking German to alert Udo 
that he’s in danger. 

The Toilers and the Wayfarers 
gains from fine cinematography 
that effortlessly evokes the soulless 
uniformity of the heartland and 
the dazzling possibilities of the 
neon-drenched streets of Min¬ 
neapolis. Writer-director Froelich 
coaxes sweet, unmannered per¬ 
formances from his actors, with 
Ralf Schirg and Matt Klemp most 
effective as Udo and Dieter. And 
he gets especially high marks for 
his honest treatment of a subject 
that has become increasingly 
taboo of late — the sexuality of 
teenage boys. T

Smoke, no fire 

'I he Substance of Fire': Holocaust lite

I t’s hardly news to those who 
follow Hollywood trends with 
a jaundiced eye that the more 
successful Tinsel Town is at 
churning out slick entertain¬ 
ments, the greater the pressure to 
maintain the standards set by the 
latest box-office success. This 
quality-control-by-profits game is 
ultimately self-defeating. While it 
surely means that really awful 
films are less likely to be made, it 
simultaneously guarantees that 
most of what does make it to the 
cineplex will look and sound the 
same. Big-budget art movies are 
less redundant than most, per¬ 
haps, but even here reliance on 
formula is becoming all too fa¬ 
miliar. 

While there are certainly worse 
things than mere banality, trite¬ 
ness becomes dishonesty when 
hack directors and writers try to 
pass off their B- potboilers as high 
art, and mendacity is just one of 
the more obvious problems with 
Daniel Sullivan’s The Substance of 
Fire, which opens here Friday. This 
is a film that wants to be about 
something monumental — the 
long-range effects of the Holo¬ 
caust on a man’s life — but it has¬ 
n’t the guts to risk alienating 
today’s hungry-for-feel-good au¬ 
dience to really address its very se¬ 
rious subject. Instead, the director 
and his scenarist, Jon Robin Baitz 
(who also penned the play), do a 
sentimental dance around the 
subject, no doubt hoping that 
viewers will be able to fill in the 
emotional blanks for themselves. 
Tuning out is easier. 

At the center of The Substance 
of Fire is Isaac Geldhart (Ron 
Rifkin), a senescent New York 
book publisher who understand¬ 
ably has never gotten over the 
horror of losing his entire family 
to the Nazis’ killing machines. 
Though he’s managed to run a 
thriving New York publishing 
company despite the crippling 
misanthropy caused by the events 
of his childhood, his success has 
been in no small way due to the 
support of his beloved wife, 
whose recent death has left him 
alone to tend to his now-grown 
children, good-hearted Sarah 
(Sarah Jessica Parker), sickly Mar¬ 
tin (Timothy Hutton), and ambi¬ 
tious Aaron (TonyGoldwyn). Im¬ 
probably, Aaron, with whom Isaac 
has the most conflicted relation¬ 
ship, is a partner in the Geldhart 


publishing firm. Although their 
differences are many and com¬ 
plex, the biggest bone of con¬ 
tention seems to be over Aaron’s 
refusal to hide his homosexuality. 

Father Isaac’s big ambition as 
he slouches toward the sunset of 
his life is to publish his friend 
Louis Foukold’s four-volume 
book on the medical experiments 
performed on Jews during the 
Holocaust. Aaron thinks the book 
won’t sell and would much rather 
publish his boyfriend’s queer 
coming-of-age tale, which Isaac 
finds repulsive and self-indulgent. 
This generational clash between 
father and son gets out of hand 
when Isaac forces Sarah and Mar¬ 
tin to pick sides in the fight. When 
both side with Aaron, Isaac pro¬ 
ceeds to start his own publishing 
company and self-publish his 
grim opus. When this endeavor 
ultimately fails, he experiences an 
epiphany in which the error of his 
ways becomes clear and he re¬ 
turns to the loving embrace of his 
family. 

All of this would be less 
credulity-stretching if the writing 
were not so conspicuously manu¬ 
factured to evoke our pity. As it is, 
though, each character wears his 
or her emotional gimmick so 
plainly that The Substance of Fire 
is really more of a cartoon, or a 
Hallmark card, than film fiction. 

None of the actors survives all 
the crass shoe-horning of the 
script. Timothy Hutton as invalid 
Martin is one of the film’s sorriest 
victims. He mopes around in the 
shadows and mutters inanities 
that are manufactured to promote 
his feebleness exclusive of any 
other qualities. That he is frail and 
suffering from some sort of de¬ 
generative disease — not AIDS, 
which is surprising in this cliche- 
mongering film — is underscored 
in virtually every one of his 
scenes, with little coughs here, a 
bead of sweat on the brow there, 
until finally he’s allowed to die in 
a catarrhous death scene worthy 
of Garbo’s Camille. 

Aaron, the strong-willed gay 
son, is merely a foil for Isaac. We 
never see what motivates him to 
work with the man whom he ap¬ 
pears to detest and misunder¬ 
stand so completely, nor do we 
comprehend his relationship with 
his lover, who gets three or four 
minor scenes in which he makes 
cute with Aaron and then conve¬ 
niently disappears. Though not 
much of a character, Aaron cer¬ 
tainly is an archetype, a shining 


example of the new breed of 
movie homosexual that finds in¬ 
stant acceptance by mainstream 
moviegoers. He’s big, strong, 
handsome, smart, educated, 
white, and, most important, suc¬ 
cessful and going places. With his 
International Male-looks and un¬ 
effeminate demeanor, he’s the 
kind of non-threatening queer no 
man would mind bringing home 
to meet Mama. 

Sarah Jessica Parker’s Sarah 
Geldhart is the only character in 
the film who is at all likable, most¬ 
ly because the actress’ obviously 
self-styled characterization pos¬ 
sesses the spontaneity and reality 
missing from the others. 

As Issac, Ron Rifkin gets a bum 
deal. Because the script forces him 
to be by turns bitter, paranoid, 
and confrontational but doesn’t 
bother to show us why, he comes 
off looking more like a monster 
than a man trying to reconcile 
with the past. A scene at the be¬ 
ginning of the film attempts to let 
viewers in on the horror Isaac ex¬ 
perienced as a child, but it’s not a 
generous enough portion to en¬ 
gender the empathy needed to 
understand this character. Lack¬ 
ing even an ounce of sympathy, 
Isaac is an unlikely catalyst for 
change, in himself or anyone else. 

The Substance of Fire is worse 
than just lame, however, it’s dis¬ 
honest. The film never really deals 
with what it promises to show — 
the essence of a man’s anger, the 
fire that keeps him fighting for in¬ 
tegrity and honesty, but which 
may also be his undoing. Instead, 
we see someone who is merely 
peevish, insolent, and manipula¬ 
tive, qualities that end up being at¬ 
tributed to encroaching senility, 
not compromised idealism. Isaac’s 
personal tragedy isn’t revealed and 
transcended, it’s merely scoffed at, 
ridiculed, and ultimately pushed 
aside for the sake of the sentimen¬ 
tal view that righteous indignation 
and idealism are less important 
than our infantile attachments to 
myths of hearth, home, and secu¬ 
rity. Stories like this kitschify the 
Holocaust, enfeeble our terror of 
its memory by filtering it through 
an impotent survivor. Surely, 
artists today can do more with his¬ 
tory-based subject matter than 
process it as just so much treacly 
titillation. ▼

'Singing Out Loud': uneven Sondheim fest

T he trio of strippers in Gypsy 
belted out that you gotta get 
a gimmick if you want to get 
it right, and Michael Pulizzano 
took their advice to heart when he 
conceived Singing Out Loud, a 
queer cabaret featuring the songs 
of gay composers Stephen Sond¬ 
heim and Lorenz Hart. For 75 
minutes, the seven male perform¬ 
ers in this show do their best to 
match the sophistication of their 
chosen songwriters, but alas, they 
never quite hit the mark. 

Subtitled A Musical Outing of 
Broadway Show Tunes, the revue, 
which is currently running at 
Josie’s, features over 30 songs, al¬ 
most all of which were crafted by 
Stephen Sondheim the lyricist 
(West Side Story, Gypsy, and Do I 
Hear a Waltz?) and Stephen Sond¬ 
heim, composer/lyricist (Anyone 
Can Whistle, Company, Follies, Pa¬ 


cific Overtures, Sunday In the Park 
With George, Merrily We Roll 
Along and Sweeney Todd). For 
good measure, creator/director 
Pullizano has thrown in four 
Rodgers and Hart compositions, 
which seems a trifle strange. 
Sondheim, whose mentor was 
Rodgers’ later-in-life collaborator 
Oscar Hammerstein, has been 
very vocal about his distaste for 
what he considered the overly 
clever lyrics of Hart. What these 
two are doing in a revue together 
is hard to fathom. If it comes 
down to a battle between Steve 
and Larry, the victor is decidedly 
the more sentimental Mr. Hart. 

Some of Sondheim’s most ob¬ 
tuse and pretentiously arty mate¬ 
rial is included in this revue, songs 
like “Bowler Hart” from Pacific 
Overtures as well as “Color and 
Light” and “The Day Off” from 
Sunday. Compared to Rodgers 
and Hart chestnuts such as 
“Where or When” or “It Never 


Entered My Mind,” Sondheim 
comes across as the overly clever 
one. 

Certainly Sondheim is the 
master of the modern musical, 
but his material presents a musi¬ 
cal and dramatic challenge to per¬ 
formers, and though the seven 
men of the Singing Out Loud 
company are appealing and en¬ 
thusiastic, this is an uneven at¬ 
tempt to make sense of the com¬ 
poser. Light tenors Mark Farrell 
and Billy Sutton (who is also cred¬ 
ited with the mostly awkward 
musical staging) fare best, espe¬ 
cially in their duets, “Barcelona” 
and “You’re Gonna Love Tomor¬ 
row.” Farrell is also affecting in the 
plaintive “Not a Day Goes By.” 
The rest of the company — Jason 
Scott Buro, Mark Chambers, Ron 
Johnson Jr., John Elliott Kirk and 
Rishi — is strongest in ensemble 
numbers. Buro makes a valiant at¬ 
tempt to wrangle the tongue¬ 
twisting “Getting Married Today” 
during the gay wedding sequence, 
but later suffers through the 
dreadful “Little Lamb.” Basso 
Chambers gives a positively 
frightening reading of “The 
Ladies Who Lunch.” 

The ensemble uses the inti¬ 
mate confines of Josie’s well, shift¬ 
ing the action from the stage to

the upper-balcony to the back 
staircase, resulting in a kind of 
Josie’s Surround Sound system.

Energetic turn

$k 3; aomi Newman’s solo mu- 
1 | sical theater piece Old, Jew- 
i H ish & Queer is pretty much 
what you’d expect from the title, 
with a few unexpected surprises 
along the way. Presented by the 
Traveling Jewish Theatre, New¬ 
man’s show is a mix of songs and 
dramatic sequences in which the 
60-year-old writer and performer 
shares her fears about growing old 
and being alone, her joy at finding 
herself in a lesbian relationship 
after three marriages, her pleasure 
in Yiddish theatre, and her fond 
memories of an outlandish gay 
performer friend who has passed 
away. 

Like any good solo performer, 
Newman takes on multiple roles 
with vigor and insight, the 
strongest characters being her gay 
male performing friend, who is 


strangely reminiscent of Quentin 
Crisp, and a sister who has diffi¬ 
culty accepting a 60-year-old 
woman coming out as homosex¬ 
ual. The sister gets the best crack 
of the show when she says, “I 
think you’re doing this because 
you’ve run out of ways to be dif¬ 
ferent.” 

In such instances, Old, Jewish 
& Queer is tender and interesting, 
but as a whole the show is a little 
disappointing. Newman spends a 
lot of stage time delivering sober, 
rambling dissertations that speak 
mostly to her generation, leaving 
out the younger half of the audi¬ 
ence. And there’s a disconcerting 
tendency for myopia, too, as New¬ 
man’s writing seems to focus 
more on her personal problems, 
missing completely the need to 
address universal questions about 
death, love, being queer and Jew¬ 
ish. Still, Newman hits some 
memorable notes — literally — in

Justin Bond and House of Discipline turn up the heat

D rag met outre electronic 
music when glittering gen- 
derfuck artist Justin Bond 
joined forces with experimental 
music luminaries Bob Ostertag, 
Otomo Yoshihide, and Mike Pat¬ 
ton at the Great American Music 
Hall last Thursday. The show 
drew on a quality that these di¬ 
verse performers all have in com¬ 
mon, namely, a talent for impro¬ 
visation. (Anyone who has seen 
his cabaret shows knows that erst¬ 
while San Franciscan Bond has a 
special gift for thinking on his 
feet, or more accurately, his silver 
ankle-strap pumps.) 

The show was splif into two 
sets, the first by House of Disci¬ 
pline and the second by House of 
Splendor. House of Discipline, 
which featured vocalist Patton, 
keyboardist Ostertag, and Yoshi¬ 
hide on guitar and turntables, 
created music that was as cold, 
hard, and rigid as its name im¬ 
plies. But the trio’s skill at playful 
improvisation (at one point 
Yoshihide began gleefully hurling 
objects onto his turntable to 
achieve sonic effects) kept this set 
of uneasy listening from becom¬ 
ing oppressive. 

Sample-based music, or “elec- 
tronica,” is being touted every¬ 
where as rock’s Next Big Thing. 
House of Discipline created music 


consisting of keyboard samples, 
record mixing/scratching, guitar 
feedback, and bursts of radio sta¬ 
tic, that was electronica at its most 
avant-garde. Over these aural col¬ 
lages, Patton didn’t sing so much 
as whimper, grunt, bellow, and 
giggle. Best known as the lead vo¬ 
calist of Faith No More, Patton 
performed with such intensity 
that my eyes rarely strayed from 
him during the entire set. Of 
course, the way his firm grip on 
the microphone emphasized his 
sinewy, muscular forearms might 
have had something to do with 
my unwavering gaze. 

After a brief intermission, Os¬ 
tertag and Yoshihide returned to 
the stage with Bond, who, for 
House of Splendor’s set, was look¬ 
ing very mid-’80s Madonna — 
black bustier and Streak ’n’ 
Tipped bob. Some of Bond’s per¬ 
formance seemed a parody of 
H.O.D.’s act. Imitating Patton, 
who banged his microphone on 
the speakers, Bond went at his 
mike with a nail file. He aped Pat¬ 
ton’s ear drum-puncturing vocal 
quirks as well. And when all out of 
ideas, Bond plopped himself at 
the edge of the stage and proceed¬ 
ed to file his nails and feign bore¬ 
dom, while Ostertag and Yoshi¬ 
hide played on. 

Bond, frugging or singing 
along, occasionally played off Os¬ 
tertag and Yoshihide’s musical 
backdrop, which in this set in¬ 


cluded recognizable snippets of 
lounge music, surf numbers, and 
Russ Meyer soundtracks. Howev¬ 
er, Ostertag and Yoshihide weren’t 
much help when Bond launched 
into a medley of “rain songs,” dur¬ 
ing which he went from “Rain¬ 
drops Keep Falling On My Head” 
to Peter Gabriel’s “Red Rain” 
(sung like Carol Channing) before 
finally segueing into “Rain, Rain 
Go Away.” At another point he 
broke into The DeFranco’s 
“Heartbeat” before stopping a few 
lines into it to channel an angry 
DeFranco sister’s plea: “Stop 
Tony! Don’t sing anymore!” 

At other points in his act, 
Bond simply riffed on a phrase 
(“the beauty process”), a name 
(“Miss Pussy Pants”), or movie 
quotes (withering remarks ut¬ 
tered by Ida Lupino in Road 
House ) that struck his fancy. But 
the most splendiferous parts of 
his performance were his mini¬ 
monologues, in particular one 
that featured the kind of bad- 
mother spiel that is a staple of his 
“Kiki Derane” cabaret shows. (“I 
had to get a couple of foster kids 
just to pay the damn rent,” was 
one of his funnier whines.) 

Clearly, Bond is as cutting- 
edge in the drag arena as Ostertag, 
Yoshihide, and Patton are in the 
musical one. This pairing of per¬ 
formers, which might’ve seemed 
odd initially, made perfect sense 
after all. T

L ast year, after the release of their stunning second 
album. Call The Doctor , Northwest queer grrrl- 
rockers Sleater-Kinney received an unprecedented 
amount of media attention. Write-ups in such national 
magazines as Spin and Rolling Stone came as a bit of a sur¬ 
prise to the fiercely independent trio, who reportedly 
turned down several major label offers. 

Staying true to their indie ideals, their third album, Dig 
Me Out, will be released on April 8th by Olympia, Wash¬ 
ington’s small Kill Rock Stars label. Packing 13 songs into 
only 37 minutes. Dig Me Out suffers from the same disap¬ 
pointing brevity as Call The Doctor. However, as if to make 
up for it, the songs are stronger, more assured, and display 
more pop playfulness than ever before, such as on “Little 
Babies” and “Dance Song ’97.” Their trademark, dual-gui¬ 
tar ferociousness, and angry, wailing vocals are still there 
however, as “Not What You Want” amply demonstrates. 

Although the new record won’t be out for another 
month, impatient folks who need a quick dose of Sleater- 
Kinney’s super-charged feminist angst can catch them 
next Wednesday when they open up for the always amaz¬ 
ing Jon Spencer Blues Explosion at the Fillmore. T

which features two San Francisco 
premieres. Drawn That Way and 
#4, along with Lareigne. In the 
first, joyous, spinning bodies 
draped in yellow by the designer 
Manolo take the place of the 
pelvic thrusts and erotic corsets 
familiar to us from Petronio’s 
previous dances. The push and 
pull of life in the ’90s is reflected 
in the song that opens the work, 
Suede’s “Sleeping Pills.” In it, 
dancer Gerald Casel’s head is in 
constant pull with his rear (“tail” 
is a word Petronio likes to use); 
the solo is whimsical but ironic, 
since the lyrics, paired with the 
back-and-forth twisting of the 
torso, imply a couple of conflict¬ 
ing thoughts: say no to drugs, 
give me drugs, and quick. 

While the lighting, a yellow 
haze, could hardly be considered 
cheerful, it does mark a change in 
Petronio’s attempt to communi¬ 
cate with the audience instead of 
assaulting the senses. The music 
for the main piece, composed by 
Andy Teirstein, is entitled, 
“Rhapsody for Boy Soprano 
and Strings.” Accompanied 
by the fiddle-like sound of 
the string ensemble and / ' 
three unearthly-sounding '#■ 
boy sopranos, the dancers 
spin from the sidelines like yo-yos 
being flicked horizontally across 
the stage. 

The second premiere, #4, is a 


continuation of 
Petronio’s solo #3 
and is set to Dia- 
manda Galas’ ode 
to those lost to 
AIDS, “Balm in 
Gilead.” Both are 
studies in station¬ 
ary movement; 
while #3 works 
with Petronio’s 
upper body, #4 
features four 
dancers who stand 
at different levels 
on Plexiglas 
tiers. In unison, 
their arms ca¬ 
ress the air as 
they curve 
their spines 
and ease 
their bod- 


ern choreographer 
Steve Paxton. 

“After seeing 
Steve, I was totally 
sold,” recalls Petron¬ 
io. “I had seen the 
anti-hero and the hero 
— the prince and Satan. 
When I started dancing 
I became addicted. I was 
very, very unphysical 
before that. When I 
tasted movement it was 
just incredible to 


les into a __ 

slow ro¬ 
tation. 
Petronio 
sees it as a 
“conversation 
between the 
hands and the 
spine.” Along with 
Petronio (he is posi¬ 
tioned at the top, of 
course), the dancers, 
who wear blue briefs and 
curved silver sticks that jut out 
from their backs, include Ori 
Flomin, Kimberly Olson, and 
Tony Ramos. 

Petronio, 40, was born in in¬ 
dustrial Newark, New Jersey. “I 
was raised in a poor Italian fami¬ 


ly,” he says. “I went to a 
parochial school where 
there was no art, no 
music, no dance.” Just be¬ 
fore he was to leave for 
college, his cousin, who 
was a dancer, took him to 
see his first performance — 
Rudolf Nureyev in The 
Sleeping Beauty. 

At 18, as the first member 
of the family to attend col¬ 
lege, he left New Jersey for 
the experimental Hampshire 
College in Amherst, Massa¬ 
chusetts. He switched majors 
from pre-med to nutritional 
ecology before meeting a 
dancer who suggested he 
pursue dance. Around the 
same time, he attended a 
performance by postmod- 


me. I remem¬ 
ber realizing very early on 
that I had had no idea of 
anything below my chest.” 

Petronio was the first man 
to become a member of Tr¬ 
isha Brown’s company. He has 
described the way he felt as a 
“bull in a china shop,” but 
Brown explains that “Stephen 
was trained in the pool of 
teachers in my ancestral 
chart. Steve Paxton, people 
from Hampshire College. I 
don’t know if it’s true, but I 
thought that men had less ac¬ 
cess to sequential movement, 
and that was where my vocab¬ 
ulary was in the ’70s. Stephen is 
the ribbon-man; and his knowl¬ 
edge of improvisation was im¬ 
portant.” 


As part of Brown’s 25th an¬ 
niversary season last fall at the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music’s 
Next Wave Festival, Petronio 
danced his original solo in 
Brown’s work, Set and Reset. Not 
only was it stunning for the audi¬ 
ence, it was an awakening for him. 

“After dancing with Trisha at 
BAM, it really reminded me of 
where I came from,” Petronio ex¬ 
plains. “I think for a number of 
years I was consciously moving in 
a separate direction. There are 
things that are, of course, very 
different from Steve and Trisha, 
but I was really making a point of 
my differences. I think it had to 
do with youth and wanting to 
make a distinction; now I feel 
more confident. I’m not so afraid 
of people understanding 
that. Because I was in 
such a hurry to get 
away from it, I 


may 

have left 
some important 
discoveries untouched.” ^

C hristopher Boatwright, whose cat-like beauty 
and finesse as a principal dancer with San 
Francisco Ballet won him many fans here¬ 
abouts, died March 2 at Laguna Honda Hospital, of 
AIDS. He was 45. 

Boatwright was part of 
that generation of 

African-American .. 

artists who broke J 

through the color barri- ' 

er in opera and classical dance by 
making it first in Europe. Born and raised in 
Brooklyn, he rose rapidly as a dancer once his inter¬ 
est declared itself. At 19, he won a scholarship to 
study at the Stuttgart Ballet School, and within 
three years went from corps to star. He danced the 
romantic leads in Swan Lake, Romeo & Juliet, Eu¬ 
gene Onegin , Daphnis and Chloe , Poeme de I'extase , 
Taming of the Shrew, Apollo, Agon, and was equally 
at home in the classical, neo-classical, and modern 
repertoires. He was a member of San Francisco Bal¬ 
let from 1986 to 1991. After recovering from a seri¬ 
ous injury, Boatwright danced with LINES Contem¬ 
porary Ballet from 1993 to 1996. 

For many who witnessed his work, Boatwright 
was the most absorbing dancer in Helgi Tomasson's 
"new" San Francisco Ballet, in which a dancerly and 
musical impulse replaced the gestural dramatics of 
Michael Smuin. Boatwright's phrasing was so musi¬ 
cal, so sumptuously drawn out, so polished, and his 
plastique so gorgeous it required effort to look at 
anything else. Like a musician who actually listens to 
the sounds he's making, Boatwright became exalted 
in performance. He drew you after him into a rapt 
contemplation of his art. Plans are underway for a 
memorial service later this year.V

Speak, memory 

Recent photographs by Nan Goldin 
and J. John Priola at Fraenkel Gallery

A t first glance, Nan Goldin’s 
emotionally saturated color 
portraits and landscapes 
and J. John Priola’s austere black- 
and-white studies of solitary ob¬ 
jects appear to have little in com¬ 
mon. After some well-rewarded, 
meditative viewing, however, the 
current pairing at Fraenkel 
Gallery of international photog¬ 
raphy superstar Goldin and local- 
boy-makes-good Priola proves 
entirely satisfying. There’s a nice 
give-and-take between the two 
exhibitions, despite the artists’ op¬ 
posing aesthetic choices. Both 
Goldin and Priola use the camera 
to reassert the value and mystery 
of our daily surroundings, of the 
people and places and things that 
constitute our tattered autobi¬ 
ographies. Goldin’s intimate views 
of her friends in Europe and New 
York seduce with the immediacy 
of a private photo album, while 
Priola’s technically masterful 
Saved series offers up abandoned 
trinkets and keepsakes as totemic 
emblems of personal loss and cul¬ 
tural nostalgia. In distinct ways 
these artists traverse the slippery 
slope of memory. 

Goldin’s justly celebrated mid¬ 
career retrospective last year at the 
Whitney Museum cemented her 
reputation both as a critic’s dar¬ 
ling and an audience favorite. 
Having successfully navigated the 
tricky course from downtown bo¬ 
hemia to art-world respectability 
without losing her street credibil¬ 
ity, Goldin now faces new artistic 
challenges as her perspective 
widens. It appears that she is 
sticking to the warts-and-all di- 
aristic impulses that have made 
her ongoing Ballad of Sexual De¬ 
pendency series a seminal work of 
contemporary art. Yet there is ev¬ 
idence of a deepening maturity in 
these recent pictures, and a desire 
to transcend her poignantly de¬ 
tailed but perhaps overly familiar 
milieu of party highs, junkie lows 
and illness. 

A number of outdoor scenes 
suffused with brilliant natural 
light are a welcome addition here. 
In much of her previous work, 
Goldin and her friends rarely ven¬ 


tured outside; they spent the ’70s 
and ’80s in dank apartments, dark 
bars, and nocturnal clubs, like 
vampires seeking refuge from the 
damaging sun. It’s refreshing to 
see Goldin emerging from those 
dim-bulb interiors into surpris¬ 
ingly Romantic landscapes. In im¬ 
ages such as “Trees by the River, 
Munich” and “Sharon in the River, 
Eaglesmere,” Goldin isn’t afraid to 
risk appearing sentimental. 

These landscapes provide 
counterpoint to the indoor por¬ 
traits. Several pictures focus on a 
man named Pawel, variously seen 
gazing from a window in Flo¬ 
rence, sleeping bare-torsoed in 
East Hampton, graying at the 
temples in a New Haven hotel, 
and holding a blood-red pome¬ 
granate that glows like a celestial 
gemstone. David Armstrong, the 
artist’s longtime soulmate, collab¬ 
orator, and familiar face from 


countless Goldin images (he’s also 
an accomplished photographer), 
makes a welcome appearance in 
“David at the Prince of Wales 
Hotel, NYC.” Even in a casual 
photograph such as this, Goldin 
suggests narrative intrigue; a pair 
of pants is thrown over a chair be¬ 
hind Armstrong, unused hangers 
dangle in an open armoire, and 
we wonder if he has just arrived 
for a long stay or if he’s preparing 
to leave after a brief tryst. Beds are 
sites of limitless drama in Goldin’s 
photos, stages for sleep, sex, 
breakfast and reading. 

As always, Goldin makes you 
notice the color of things: messy 
bedrooms and hotel rooms, skin 
and clothes, food and water. The 
colors here are deep, luscious, al¬ 
most unreal. The burnished or¬ 
anges and forest greens resonate 
as fully as the figures, like young

Sharon McNight resurrects Sophie Tucker

Sharon McNight, The Sophie 
Tucker Songbook, Jezebel Music 

T here’s never been anything 
quite like the one-woman 
force of nature known as 
cabaret star Sharon McNight. For 
nearly two decades now the 
singer has brought her loyal au¬ 
diences a hearty dose of tough- 
and-tender vocalizing on songs 
ranging from her famous Wizard 
of Oz medley to Billy Joel’s an¬ 
them “I’ve Loved These Days.” At 
this point in her career, a point at 
which many chanteuses pack it 
in, McNight has found a brilliant 
new use for her sizable talent. 
Long a fan of the legendary “Red 
Hot Mama,” Sophie Tucker, Mc¬ 
Night has fashioned a one- 
woman biographical show based 
on the life and work of Tucker, 
who began her singing career in 
1906 in New York. 

The Sophie Tucker Songbook is 


a brilliant showcase for McNight 
the singer, the actress, the comedi¬ 
an. In development for years, the 
show has finally hit its stride. After 
a sold-out, three-week run at the 
York Hotel’s Plush Room last 
spring, McNight is back in that 
room, and she’s brought Sophie 
with her. There’s been much in¬ 
terest in McNight’s Songbook , and 
this San Francisco stop may be 
only a few cities away from an off- 
Broadway premiere later this year. 

McNight’s tour-de-force has 
been beautifully captured on CD, a 
47-minute slice of the singer at her 
best. Accompanied by James Fol- 
lowell (who plays Tucker’s longtime 
pianist Ted Shapiro), the CD also. 
features Daryl Cornutt on bass, 
Grace Millan on drums, Michael 
Migliore on clarinet and sax, and 
Bliss Blood on ukulele. The CD is 
mostly a studio project, but four 
tracks were recorded live at the 
Plush Room: “Hula Lou,” “I Don’t 
Want to Get Thin,” “I’m Living 
Alone,” and “Myron,” comedy songs 
all that benefit greatly from the en¬ 


thusiastic response of the audience. 

McNight is vocally more adept 
than Tucker ever was, so this 
recording is in some ways an im¬ 
provement over the originals. Mc¬ 
Night’s evocation of Tucker is 
spot-on, so much so that some of 
the singer’s fans might wonder 
where the no-holds-barred diva 
of old is. Tucker’s humor is more 
ribald than raunchy, something 
McNight nails and makes her 
own with expert timing. 

One of the great treats of Mc¬ 
Night’s Tucker epic, and now of 
the CD, is the singer’s gutsy ren¬ 
dition of one of Tucker’s signa¬ 
ture songs, “(My) Yiddishe 
Momme.” Pump up the volume 
on this number and give your 
neighbor something to think 
about. T

Bruno with his red scorpion tat¬ 
too, or Lil laughing in her yellow 
blouse. Perhaps the most striking 
image here is “Simon in blue py¬ 
jamas, NYC,” in which an androg¬ 
ynous youth lounges in di¬ 
sheveled bedclothes and bedding, 
meeting our gaze with amuse¬ 
ment, his pajama top sliding off 
his shoulder, just as Pawcl’s V- 
neck T-shirt falls askew in the 
photograph directly opposite this 
one in the gallery. 

Formal and sensual connec¬ 
tions can also be made among the 
15 photographs in Priola’s Saved 
series, for which the artist has iso¬ 
lated luminous objects such as a 
party hat, a bit of lace, and a pil¬ 
low on silky black backgrounds. 
Priola is interested in the damaged 
souvenirs we keep in our attics, 
the worn-out objects from our 
past that we cling to as proof of 
youth or love and eventually 
throw away. With exquisite care, 
Priola “saves” these abandoned 
items from obscurity and recon¬ 
figures them as potentially spiri¬ 
tual icons, worthy of a second 
chance. 

Priola highlights the presence 
of absence; it’s often what is not in 
these images that lends them such 
power. A scrapbook with missing 
contents, an inscribed picture 
frame lacking an identifiable sig¬ 
nature, and the bottom half of a 
double portrait (perhaps of 
mother and son, it’s difficult to 
tell) all raise questions about the 
circumstances of their histories. 
And it’s amazing what Priola does 
with a threadbare, patched dish 
towel or a plastic toy horse; these 
pictures bring back memories of 
domestic tribulations and child¬ 
hood experience in a rush of 
recognition. These works carry a 
palpable surface tension as well. 
Priola’s elegant, pristine prints of 
torn, cracked, and faded pictures 
and objects are wonderfully mul- 
titextured, and his photographs 
are hallowed blessings to the lost 
and the found. T

Brighde Mullins has lesbians on her mind

meant, and decided that she could 
no longer remain closeted. For 
Mullins, the shock of coming out 
was both devastating and revela¬ 
tory: “I lived. I did this huge thing, 
and I lived. That’s when I knew 
that we have to talk openly about 
our lives. I am a participating wit¬ 
ness, so I had to start talking. I 
won’t subvert my love stories by 
leaving the lesbians out. Hetero¬ 
sexuals don’t own love and they 
don’t own experience. Lesbians 
are my subject matter, and I ap¬ 
proach that matter-of-factly; I 
won’t hide my life.”

|f% o many writers reject the 
designation “lesbian” that 
'■■' it’s a real pleasure to talk 
with someone who proudly 
claims her place as a lesbian play¬ 
wright. Brighde Mullins’ answer 
to the question “Are you a lesbian 
playwright?” achieves the desired 
effect: “Yes,” she says emphatically, 
“I write lesbian plays, which 
means that my characters are les¬ 
bians. I came out in the theatre,” 
Mullins asserts, “and what I saw 
thiere did not represent my reality. 
I’m not interested in finding 
metaphors for gayness or other 
ways to make lesbianism palatable 
to straight audiences.” Mullins’ 
newest play, Topographical Eden, 
which was workshopped at the 
Bay Area Playwright’s Festival in 
1995, opens March 18 at the 
Magic Theatre. 

Topographical Eden is “not 
kitchen-sink realism,” Mullins ex¬ 
plains, but it does have a touch of 
autobiography. The play is set in 
Las Vegas in 1976, where Mullins 
came of age and came out. She 
says that “was the year things 
started shifting in Vegas. Gam¬ 
bling was legalized in New Jersey 
that year, and Vegas started mak¬ 
ing the shift to family-orientation.

I wanted to excavate my growing 
up, to look at what made me feel 
so strange all the time, to explore 
what it meant to be a lesbian in a 
place where women’s bodies were 
commodified objects. The atti¬ 
tude was that if women didn’t like 
it, they could just get out.” 

Mullins didn’t get out; she 
came out. As part of a panel dis¬ 
cussion on playwriting at the Uni¬ 
versity of Las Vegas, she listened to

Why do gay men love classic

L isten to them. The children of 
the night. What music they 
make.” 

There’s always been something 
more bewitching about the old 
movie monsters than the new, es¬ 
pecially for queerfolk. At gay Hal¬ 
loween parties, there are precious 
few Jasons and Freddy Kruegers, 
as such creatures are more often 
the nightmares of straight boys, 
with all their blood in vivid red 
Technicolor. Queers, however, 
seem to dream in black, white and 
a thousand shades of gray - and 
it’s more often Count Dracula, the 
Phantom and the hissing, vain¬ 
glorious Bride of Frankenstein 
who pop up at the bars and cos¬ 
tume galas. 

“The old horror films do have 
a certain resonance for gay peo¬ 
ple,” says author and film histori¬ 
an David Skal, whose 1993 The 
Monster Show is already consid¬ 
ered the classic study of the genre. 
“Monster movies are about sexu¬ 
al repression, among other things. 
And homosexuality is one form of 
sexuality that has traditionally 
been repressed.” 

The horror films of the 1920s, 
’30s and ’40s - but in particular a 
handful of titles made during the 
Great Depression by Tod Brown¬ 
ing, James Whale and a few others 
- have become integral parts of 
American popular culture. Drac¬ 
ula, Frankenstein’s Monster, gypsy 
caravans, moonlit graveyards, Eu¬ 
ropean villagers and their ubiqui¬ 
tous torches, and old dark houses 
staffed by surly, grim-faced but¬ 
lers are images indelibly stamped 
onto our collective consciousness, 
evoking particular responses that 
are both unnerving and reassur¬ 
ingly familiar. Jason in his hockey 
mask might scare us more easily 
now - provoking us with our fears 
of the sociopathology of modern 
crime - but the old monsters rep¬ 


resent more primal, archetypal 
obsessions: life and death, beauty 
and ugliness, the fate of the soul. 

Quintessential question 

As queers, we respond doubly 
to these films. They resonate deep¬ 
er for us, entrancing us with their 
sense of alienation, of living on the 
edge, outside accepted society. 
These movies repel us by their 
hideousness while intriguing us 
with their strange beauty: is Elsa 
Lanchester, built up on stilts, 
swathed in bandages, her hair 
electrified like Queen Nefertiti, a 
thing of majesty or horror? It is a 
quintessential queer question: are 
we beautiful, or are we ugly? The 
answer, of course, reveals much 
about our attraction to the horror 
film: we define beauty as we see fit. 

“I think monsters are a lot like 
drag queens,” Skal says. “They are 
very much like the female imper¬ 
sonator striving very hard for the 
sublimity of Maria Callas and 
ending up looking like Holly 
Woodlawn. What’s Susan Sontag’s 
definition of camp? ‘Aspiring and 
failing.’ Monster movies do that in 
spades.” 

Most of all, however, the old 
horror films ensnare us with their 
subtext of sexuality denied. When 
Frankenstein’s Monster reaches 
out to his newly created mate, 
even she rejects him. What is it 
that drives King Kong? Lust for 
Fay Wray. But to actually have her 
would certainly mean her death. 
The simple reason the Mummy 
rose from his tomb? He didn’t get 
to fuck his fiancee in life. 

It’s perhaps this element of the 
old horror films that has brought 
them back with such renewed 
vigor in the age of AIDS and new 
campaigns against sex. Revival 
houses report record attendance 
for the classic fright flicks; books 
like Skal’s have proven very suc¬ 
cessful. A new biography of direc¬ 
tor James Whale has recently been 
published by Cassell’s, and 
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horror films?

Christopher Bram’s acclaimed fic¬ 
tionalized account of Whale’s life, 
Father of Frankenstein, has recent¬ 
ly been optioned for a film. And 
Skal’s latest book, Dark Carnival: 
The Secret World of Tod Browning, 
Hollywood’s Master of the 
Macabre, co-authored with Elias 
Savada and published in paper 
this month by Anchor Books, is 
the first full-length biography of 
the director of Dracula. 

There is a gay sensibility in 
many of Browning’s films. Freaks, 
his infamous 1932 effort, has al¬ 
ways drawn a camp following at¬ 
tracted by the pinheads and other 
oddities in the picture, and the 
dynamics of scapegoating and so¬ 


cial marginalization have proven 
particularly intriguing for queer 
audiences. Yet Skal says the direc¬ 
tor himself had antipathy for ho¬ 
mosexuals. “Browning was misan¬ 
thropic in general,” Skal says. “He 
didn’t like people very much.” 

Nevertheless, Dracula’s im¬ 
mortal line on the music of 
wolves (“the cheeldren of the 
night”) - as chillingly rendered by 
Bela Lugosi in the original 1931 
film - is merely the prelude to 
what Skal calls the “homoerotic 
seduction” of the opening scenes 
of the movie. Renfield, quirkily 
played by the bug-eyed Dwight 
Frye, arrives at Castle Dracula to 
present the Count with his deed 


to a castle in England. Within a 
short time, Dracula has mesmer¬ 
ized him, and when he finally 
sinks his canines into Renfield’s 
throat, his victim is on the floor, 
prone, with the vampire lying on 
top of him. “The whole scene is 
infused with gay undercurrents,” 
Skal says. 

Powerful link 

Perhaps no other horror myth 
has proved as enduring or as po¬ 
tent as the vampire. Every culture 
in the world has its vampire myth, 
of the dead that return to suck the 
life of the living. And gays have 
historically been treated as vam¬ 
pires in modern culture: out to 
lure little children into an un¬ 
earthly world, living only by 
night. “The whole gays in the mil¬ 
itary issue is a good example,” Skal 
says. “Gays were cast as vampires, 
stalking and recruiting and at¬ 
tacking.” 

As Anne Rice discovered, the 
link between homoeroticism and 
vampirism is powerful. It is the 
story of Dracula biting Renfield 
all over again. When a male vam¬ 
pire attacks another man, he is 
kissing him in his queer fashion. 
There has always been an element 
of sexual desire associated be¬ 
tween the vampire and his victim. 
Once bitten, the victim longs for 
the master’s kiss yet again. Al¬ 
though Tom Cruise and Brad Pitt 
toned it down, there was no way 
to deny that basic fact in Interview 
With the Vampire. The bite of the 
vampire is as intimate as sex, and 
thus vampires are, by their very 
nature, their very method of sur¬ 
vival, bisexual. 

If such was implied in the orig¬ 
inal Dracula, it was blatant in the 
first of its sequels. Dracula’s 
Daughter (1936) starred Gloria 
Holden as the Count’s conflicted 
offspring, wanting to find a way to 
rid herself of the curse. Here, 
there was no attempt to disguise 
the lust with which she approach¬ 
es her female victim, a hapless 
waif she entices in from the street, 
plying her with sweetcakes and a 
promise to paint her portrait. It is 
a highly charged sexual scene, sur¬ 
prising for those sanitized Pro-

Whale left, explaining his deci¬ 
sion to end his life. 

“Whale was weirdly dismissive 
of his horror films,” Bram says. 
“He had fun making The Bride of 
Frankenstein , really worked on it 
hard, but he wanted to be a pres¬ 
tige director.” Yet it’s for his 
Frankenstein films - along with 
his other horrors, The Old Dark 
House and The Invisible Man - 
that he is remembered. 

Today, the horror movie is one 
of the most profitable and popu¬ 
lar genres in filmmaking. It’s not 
pushing the point too far to imag¬ 
ine the classic horror films as sim¬ 
ilar to their gay audiences: once 
marginalized, once considered 
less prestigious, once viewed as 
second class. Today, like the hor¬ 
ror film, queer filmgoers flex con¬ 
siderable muscle. But what re¬ 
mains unchanged is the enduring 
appeal of the old monsters, whose 
allure has not dimmed despite the 
bastardization of their images on 
TV {The Munsters) and cereal 
boxes (Count Chocula). They 
have become as timeless as the 
drag queens at Stonewall. Are they 
scary? we ask. Are they tragic? Are 
they beautiful? But of course, on 
all counts. ▼

Dwight Frye). “It is homoerotic, 
or at least, autoerotic,” Skal ex¬ 
plains. “There is the persistent un¬ 
dercurrent of men creating life 
without women.” 

Gay parallels 

Of course, the gay parallels 
don’t end there. In the original 
Frankenstein, the creator-father 
rejects his creation-son for not 
being what he expected, for being 
too different. This keeps the Mon¬ 
ster in enough of a rage to carry 
eight sequels, through the 1948 
parody Abbott & Costello Meet 
Frankenstein. But it is the first se¬ 
quel, 1935’s The Bride of Franken¬ 
stein, Whale’s last entry in the se¬ 
ries and his most enduring legacy, 
that has the clearest gay sensibili¬ 
ty. Skal calls it a “gay parable,” and 
even without Thesiger, he’d still 
be on the mark. 

Bram’s novel, Father of 
Frankenstein, explores the queer¬ 
ness behind Whale’s films. It is a 
poignant and gripping portrait 
of a man in the last agonizing 
days of his life. Whale suffered a 
stroke in his final months, and 
eventually committed suicide 
rather than live with its debilitat¬ 
ing effects. For many years, it was 
rumored that he was murdered 
by one of the pretty young boys 
who frequented his swimming 
pool. He was found floating face 
down in his pool early one 
morning, a gash on his forehead. 
But Whale’s former lover later re¬ 
vealed to a biographer a note

with an urgent summons for the 
conflicted scientist. He spirits him 
away, leaving poor Elizabeth to 
thrash out her frustrations in bed 
alone. Rather than conceive a 
child with his wife, Frankenstein 
is offered something far more in¬ 
teresting (to him). “Alone, you 
have created a man,” Praetorious 
says. “Now together, we shall cre¬ 
ate his mate.” Two men creating a 
new life, a queer twist on a very 
old theme. 

In The Monster Show , Skal ex¬ 
pounds upon this particular com¬ 
ponent of the Frankenstein films. 
“There is an overriding fantasy of 
male-male procreation,” Skal says. 
In the original Frankenstein, the 
good doctor pieces together his 
creation with the help of his de¬ 
formed male assistant Fritz (again 
played by the omnipresent

duction Code years. When the 
Countess looms down on the girl 
just before the fade out, it is not 
only bloodlust that drives her: the 
sexual predator side of the vam¬ 
pire is made very clear. 

“Vampires get to do everything 
we cannot,” Skal says, referring to 
life in the age of AIDS. “Vampires 
are regularly exposed to blood. 
Blood is life to them, not death. 
And whereas the vampire repre¬ 
sents death, he also is cheating 
death by living forever, and re¬ 
maining young.” 

Skal notes that AIDS has 
made vampire stories particular¬ 
ly relevant again for queers, but 
says their attraction goes deeper. 
“The Victorian vampire stories 
came out during the syphilis epi¬ 
demic,” he says. “The telltale le¬ 
sions the vampire leaves behind 
on the neck - they can be the 
marks of syphilis, or KS. It’s fas¬ 
cinating [that] the 20th-century 
obsession with vampires can be 
superimposed over the one dur¬ 
ing Stoker’s time” of the late 19th 
century. 


Queer centerpiece 

If Browning was misanthrop¬ 
ic, not so James Whale, the other 
great horror film director of the 
1930s. Bram, who departed from 
his more sweeping novels to hone 
in on the last few days of the di¬ 
rector’s life in Father of Franken¬ 
stein, says that Whale was a genial, 
fun-loving man entirely comfort¬ 
able with his homosexuality. 
“There was a deliberate gay sensi¬ 
bility to his films,” Bram believes, 
“particularly in The Bride of 
Frankenstein .” 

The centerpiece of that film’s 
queerness is, of course, Dr. Septi¬ 
mus Praetorious, archly played by 
the effete English actor, Ernest 
Thesiger, a personal friend of 
Whale’s. “Whale had a lot to do 
with the writing of the final 
script,” Bram says. “It’s clear he 
saw Praetorious as an old queen 
in love with Dr. Frankenstein. 
When Frankenstein’s wife walks 
in, his nostrils dilate and he turns 
away.” 

Indeed, Praetorious interrupts 
Frankenstein’s wedding night

Hot and cold 

Anne-Sophie Mutter 
struggles to find muse

T he Brahms centennial year 
has gotten off to a slow start 
in the Bay Area. It’s fair to 
say that its first substantive in¬ 
stallment was last Tuesday’s 
Davies Hall recital by violinist 
Anne-Sophie Mutter and pianist 
Lambert Orkis. The program con¬ 
sisted of the composer’s three 
great sonatas for those instru¬ 
ments, a program familiar to 
those of us who remember when 
Pamela Frank and Peter Serkin 
performed the same material in 
another San Francisco recital a 
couple of seasons back. 

Mutter and Orkis weighed in 
with playing that was perhaps 
more interesting than their prede¬ 
cessors’, but which in traditional 
ways — like consistent beauty of 
tone — was more convincingly 
handled by Frank and Serkin. 

Mutter seemed disinterested in 
such petty concerns last Tuesday, 
as she offered a performance as 
challenging and illuminating as it 
was occasionally off-putting. Her 
Brahms barked, growled, and 
crooned in ways Frank’s didn’t, 
and while it frequently soared, a 
few of those flights took the vio¬ 
linist and her listeners too close to 
the sun for comfort. 

Better sorry than safe, at least 
from the point of view of this vet¬ 
eran recital-goer. While nothing 
in Mutter’s recital qualified her 
standing as one of the day’s sover¬ 
eign violinists, there was seldom 
doubt that any musical statement 
she made — except for some er¬ 
rant pitch early on — was any¬ 
thing but intended. Mutter is, 
after all, a musician who enjoys 
enormous success and can afford 
to do anything she wants. Still, the 
plush, velvety tone, rock-solid 
phrasing, and unruffled lyricism 
that have been hallmarks of her 
playing made little more than 
cameo appearances Tuesday. In 
fact, it wasn’t until midway 
through the Sonata No. 2 in A 
Major that Mutter finally aban¬ 
doned a heavy vibrato, imposing 
portamento, and some grating, 
go-for-the-burn tone on music 


usually handled more politely. 

If her playing had been more 
consistently thrilling or illuminat¬ 
ing from the start, this would have 
been cause to cheer. But there was 
a curiously uninvolving, even dis¬ 
tancing, quality to the first half 
that spoke less of interpretive in¬ 
tentions than an uncharacteristic 
lack of concentration. 

That’s not just speculation. The 
pair opened the recital with the 
early C-minor Scherzo for Violin 
and Piano, Brahms’ first finished 
chamber work, which is also the 
opening work on their recent 
Berlin recital disc for Deutsche 
Grammophon. On the recording, 
Mutter infuses the piece with a re¬ 
fined intensity that captures the 
work’s impetuous power. But in 
Davies, the same piece emerged less 
persuasively argued. The sound 
turned downright unpleasant, even 
scratchy at times, and the piece 
seemed more rambling and less co¬ 
herent than on disc. 

What was never in question, 
however, was Mutter’s sure sense 
of Brahms’ distinctive rhythms. 
Her masterful elasticity of phras¬ 
ing and instinctive feel for the 
musical line carried her perfor¬ 
mance of the Sonata No. 1 in G 
Major and anchored her playing 
throughout the rest of the recital, 
which steadily gained in security 
and focus. 

By the extended middle move¬ 
ment of the gorgeous second 
sonata, the violinist was propos¬ 
ing playing and interpretation at 
an exalted level, a shift that grate¬ 
fully informed the balance of the 
program. By the time she reached 
the late, great Sonata No. 3 iiv D 
minor, Mutter was doing what all 
great musicians do — helping us 
hear familiar music anew. 

Orkis, Mutter’s regular recital 
pianist, proved a model musical 
partner. It’s not unlikely that his 
deep familiarity with historical 
performance standards exerted a 
strong influence on this recital’s 
outcome, but his most important 
contribution was a level of pi- 
anism that his piano-playing suc¬ 
cessors will be hard-pressed to top 
in this Brahms year. T

Davis’ fictional alter-ego, 
I Maris Middleton, been the 
crime scene specialist at Bundy, 
O.J. Simpson would now be en¬ 
joying the finer side of life at San 
Quentin.

Alas, the writing of compelling 
detective fiction requires other 
virtues: a willingness to take risks 
in terms of narrative, an ability to 
seek out the depths of character. 
Davis’ first novel provides realis¬ 
tic detail about the minutiae of 
crime scejie analysis, but her char¬ 
acters are lackluster and mostly 
unbelievable. As for the plot.. .this 
is one of those circumstances in 
which the phrase “torn from 
today’s headlines” might be used, 
but not as a compliment. 

Maris is in deep mourning for 
her dead lover, Mary Ann. Her 
grief is so great that she disgraces 
herself by getting drunk and slop¬ 
py when out with her friends. She 
is also in the process of establish¬ 
ing a new business as a freelance 


and unprofitable. The plot, and 
the myriad subplots, lack even a 
modicum of credibility. The au¬ 
thor is apparently unaware that 
even the willing suspension of 
disbelief has some limits. I

crime scene specialist. Enter the 
gorgeous Lauren O’ Conner, an 
FBI agent on a leave of absence 
whose 16-year-old niece has dis¬ 
appeared. 

Of course, Lauren and Maris 
fall immediately in lust, and the 
longed-for Mary Ann becomes a 
fond memory. Wasn’t that lucky. 

The investigation leads to 
shocking revelations, murders 
most foul, and the aforemen¬ 
tioned current events. At no 
point, however, are the crimes or 
the criminals in the least believ¬ 
able. That crime scene work, 
though, is certainly described in 
excruciating detail. It may be that 
Devil's Leg Crossing could be used 
as a textbook - at least by the 
LAPD. I certainly feel ready to 
take some blood samples right 
this minute. 

There is, alas, a great difference 
between fact and fiction, and 
Davis is remarkably inept at the 
fiction part of her novel. Charac¬ 
ters’ actions are entirely unmoti¬ 
vated; the dialogue is stale, flat

Mullins says she writes plays that 
she never saw when she went to 
the theatre, plays “about growing 
up and girls kissing girls.” She calls 
Topographical Eden “a fairy tale 
for girls” and hopes for a large gay 
turnout at the Magic Theatre. 
“There is so much more support 
for lesbian writers in San Francis¬ 
co,” she says. “I never could have 
written this play in New York.” 
Mullins appreciates the support¬ 
ive atmosphere at the ftlagic The¬ 
atre, and the work of the actors 
under Jayne Wenger’s direction. 
“They are finding so much more 
than I knew was there,” she dis¬ 
closes, especially the humor in 
this play about mistaken identity 
and the search for an elusive 


woman on a Harley. 

In addition to her writing, 
Mullins also teaches theatre. “I re¬ 
ally try to teach my students how 
to see a play, how to be an audience 
member, because what makes the¬ 
atre different from movies is that 
the active participation of the au¬ 
dience makes the play better.” To 
young playwrights she insists that 
“a life of writing is not a spasm, it’s 
not what you do once. Writing is 
every day for your whole life. The¬ 
atre is about language. Our stories 
belong on the stage for all to see. 
Theatre is life-changing. It’s trans¬ 
formational — for the writers, the 
actors, the audience.” T

D espite all the bad press the New 
Main has been getting, and the 
ongoing controversies over the 
technology beast devouring the print¬ 
ed page, I still have a soft spot in the 
old ticker for the city library. I have my 
favorite carrell, my favorite view, my 
favorite librarian. Partly, the new 
building is a victim of its own success. 
People happily flock to it, use is way 
up, and the system has been over¬ 
whelmed. 

Let’s leave aside all the politics of 
the Library Commission and their 
search for a new Chief Librarian, and 
the results of the financial audit to be 
issued soon. Purely from a user’s per¬ 
spective, these have been tumultuous 
times at the New Main. It’s an archi¬ 
tectural showpiece which has had to 
be modified for everyday use. Re¬ 
sources appear and disappear as if by 
whim. Dewey decimal call numbers 
are scotch-taped onto stacks. The 
audio-visual center has been uprooted 
and shoehorned into the browser 
racks behind check-out, 

A circle inscribed in a square, the 
building’s floor plan is a trifle confus¬ 
ing. A friend dislikes the fact that, from 
two of the building’s entrances, you 
must walk down a flight of stairs to get 
in, only to walk back up. This doesn’t 
bother me, but the gift shop on the en¬ 
trance level does bug me, begging the 
question, is it a library or a mall? 

Finally, many of the authors’ name¬ 
plates on the Nayland Blake installation 
over the stairs are no longer lit up. Dur¬ 
ing the hoopla opening, we were as¬ 
sured that new names, other choices, 
could be added to the piece, but I’ve 
never been clear on the process. Does 
Blake, a conceptual artist living in NYC, 
get to decide which authors are so hon¬ 
ored? The Commission? The new (god¬ 
dess help him or her) Chief? A little ac¬ 
countability is long overdue. ▼

The California presence 





by Mister Marcus 


H t has often been stated by 

leather title seekers who don’t 
I live in the Golden State that 
their reservations about compet¬ 
ing at International Mr. Leather 
and International Mr. Drummer 
boil down to the erroneous assess¬ 
ment: “Why bother to enter? 
Somebody from California always 
wins anyway.” This is not a true 
statement. The truth of the matter 
is that since the beginning of IML 
in 1979, a total of nine Californi¬ 
ans have won the title. The Inter¬ 
national Mr. Drummer competi¬ 
tions actually began in 1981. Since 
that time, again, a total of nine 
Californians have won that title. 

What it comes down to is that, 
as both titles draw nearer to their 
20th anniversaries (IML in 1998, 
Drummer in 1999), California 
leather men, to date, have won the 
title almost 50 percent of the time. 
Fifty percent of the time is not “al¬ 
ways.” 

Drummer’s first icon was Val 
Martin, an erotic star and the epit¬ 
ome of a leather man. He was ap¬ 
pointed Mr. Drummer in 1980 by 
then Drummer publisher John 
Embry. The first winner of an ac¬ 
tual Mr. Drummer contest was San 
Francisco’s Ray Perea in 1981 at 
Dreamland on Sixth and Harrison. 

The San Francisco leather com¬ 
munity can proudly assert that its 
contestants have won the IML title 
four times (David Koss in 1979, 
Marty Kiker in 1983, Patrick 
Toner in 1985 and Lenny 
Broberg in 1992). On the other 
hand, leather men from 
Southern California have 
taken the Drummer title, f 
sue times (Val Martin ’80, 

Luke Daniel ’82, Mike 
Murray ’86, Mark 
Alexander ’87, Brian 
Dawson ’89 and Kyle 
Brandon ’96). 

Southern Califor¬ 
nia’s Luke Daniel has 
the distinction of holding both 
the IML and the IMD titles. Luke 
was entered in the IML competi¬ 
tion as Mr. Drummer. In 1983, 
Drummer’s title was changed to

International Mr. Drummer, 
worldwide regional competitions 
were started, and the Drummer 
title was accorded equal status 
with IML. In 1987, the two 
were joined by the Interna¬ 
tional Ms. Leather title to 
form a triumvirate of 
leather leadership - and 
an inclusive one at that. 
As for the interna¬ 
tional flavor of these 
competitions, the 
IML title has gone to 
foreign leather men 
three times: Patrick 
Brooke from Sydney in 1980; 
Thomas Karasch of Hamburg, 
Germany, in 1987; and Henri 
Ten-Have of Amsterdam in 1993. 
The Mr. Drummer title has gone

to only one foreigner, Clive Plat- 
man of Sydney in 1990. To date, 
no foreign leather woman has 
won the IMs.L title. 

International Ms. Leather 
staged its first competition in 
1987. Portland, Oregon boasts 
three winners so fap (Judy Tail¬ 
wing McCarthy ’87, Shan Carr ’88 
and Susie Shepherd ’89). Califor¬ 
nia leather women have also 
racked up three wins (LA’s 
Gabrielle Antolovich in ’90, San 
Francisco’s “Blair” in ’92 and San 
Jose’s Pat Bailie in ’95). 

Now, the leather title season is 
upon us. Viable candidates 
around the country are involved 
in competitions that will take 
them to Chicago for the big Inter¬ 
national Mr. Leather five-day ex¬ 
perience. San Francisco’s contests 
are in full swing this month, with 
five bars holding competitions. 
Competitions are also being held 
in Kansas City (Mr. Dixie Belle 
Leather), Seattle (Washington 
State Mr. Leather) and other loca¬ 
tions. Candidates are already in 
training; bodies are being 
stretched and honed to score 
physique points. Speeches are 
being written, rewritten, re¬ 
hearsed and rehashed for clarity, 
content and delivery. 

Of course, only 20 semifinal¬ 
ists will be chosen out of the en¬ 
tire IML Class of ’97. Judges for 
this awesome task are versed in all 
aspects of the tribe: old guard, 
new guard, rituals, history, ac¬ 
complishments, fundraising, po¬ 
litical and social involvement, 
friendliness and - above all - 
leather pride. (International Ms. 
Leather will be held in San Diego 
in July, and International Mr. 
Drummer is in San Francisco in 
September.) 

The judging process at IML is 
long and arduous, but it is also 
very fulfilling learning about the 
efforts of leather men in their par¬ 
ticular communities. Judging goes 
from 9:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. on 
Saturday and 9:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
on Sunday. My experiences with 
these judging sessions since 1980 
have been enlightening, and con¬ 
testants have had judging panels 
rolling in the aisles with tales of 
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eventures in leather
